barrafTed  fituation   of  the  funds   of  the  United  States  is 
fuch,  as  not  to  permit  the  raifing  and  equrpping  the  whole 
number  of  troops  mentioned  in  the  faid  refolutions,  with- 
out interfering  with   the  more    neceiTary   and  impi>vtaut 
purpofes  of  collecting  fupplies  for  the  maliitenance  ot  the 
civil  lift,  and  the  contingencies  of  the  federal  government, 
the  payment  of  the  intereft  and  fuch  parts  of  the  tjapiial 
as  are  and  will  become  due  on    the  ioreign  loans  ;   and  as 
it  would  be  highly  dangerous  and  impoluic,  eithev  to  ap- 
ply the  furas  tppropriaied  to  thefe  purpofes  to  the  main- 
tenance of  an  additional   military  eftablilhmcnt,   in   itfcif 
not  neceffary  to  the  full  extent,  or  to  place   arms,  in  t.'ie 
hands  of  a  body  of  difciplined  troops,  for  whofe  pay  a-d 
fubfiftence  the  UnicedStatcsare  not  at  prefent,  nor  will 
foon  probably  be  in  a  iituation  to  provide  ;    thereiore  r:- 
folved,  that  the  fecretary  at  war  b-,  and  he  is  hereby  or- 
dered, to  ifTue  immediate  inltrudions  to  the  QSiccrjjin  tl,e 
m2cruiting  fervice,  to  fufpend  any  future  in!ii\menrs  under 
chereTolutionsof  the  20th  of  Odobvir,  until   the  fa?ihei 
^ixcAioa  »f  Congrefs,  except  fo  far  as  tQ   complete  the 
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corps  now  infervice  on  the  Ohio,  or  its  neighbourhood,, 
to  the  number  of  non-commi/IIoaed  officers  and 

privates  ;  that  he  dircfl  the  troops  already  railed,  with  a 
fuitable  proportion  of  coniiTiilTioned  officers,  to  rendez- 
vous at  ;  and  that  he  report  to  Congrefs  the  ar- 
rangements neceflfary  for  compleating  the  faid  corps,  and 
for  difcharging  the  officers  who  may  have  been  commif- 
iioned,  buc  whofefervices  &tq  by  this  redudion  rendtred 
unneceffary."

And  the  faid  delegates 
in  conformity  with  the  inftrudions  of  their  conflituents, 
farther  reprefent  to  the  United  States  in  Congrefs  affem- 
bled,  that  the  legiflature  of  Maffachufetts  are  firmly  per-, 
fuaded,  that  by  far  the  greater  part  of  the  citizens  of  that 
commonwealth,  are  well  affeded  to  the  government  there- 
of, and  that  there  is  the  highefl:  probability,  by  the  blefling 
of  Almighty  God,  that  the  prsfent  rebellion  will  be  fpeedi- 
ly  fuppreffed.  The  faid  legiOature  confiding  that  had  it 
been  necelTary,  the  firmed  fupport  and  moft  effedual  aid 
would  have  been  afforded  by  the  United  States  to  that 
cominonwealth,  for  putting  an  end  to  the  infurre<ftions  and 
rebellion  which  have  happ^^ned  within  the  fame  ;  fuch 
fupportand  aid  being  exprefsly  and  folemnlyftipulatcdby 
the  articles  of  confederation  and  perpetual  union. 

No.  I. 

The  fpeech  of  his  excellency  James  Bowdoin,  efquire, 
goveriior  of  the  commonwealth  of  Maffachufetts,  to  the 
le^^ifiaturc  : — Gentlemea  of  the  fenate,  and  gentlemen  of 
the  houfe  of  r(Jprefentatives,  It  wasexpeded  by  the  ge- 
neral court,  that  their  proceedings  at  their  laft  feflion, 
r?fpefting  the  infurgents,  would  have  anfwered  the  pur- 

pofes 
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jiofes  for  which  they  were  intenc'eJ.     By  thofe  proceed- 
ings there  were  held  forth  to  them  pu'nifliment   on  the  one 
hand,  and  pardon  on  the  other — punifhment   in   cafe  of 
perfeve'rance  in  their   c;'iminal  conduct  ;  pardon  and  in- 
demnity if  they  dcfifled  from  ir,  arid  by  a  given  time  ihould 
take  the  oaths  of  allegiance.      This  application    to  their 
feelings,   and  to  that  acftuating  principle,  a  defire  of  per- 
fonal  fafety,  ij  was  apprehended,  would  have  h.ad  forcible 
influence  to  bring  them  to  their  dutyo     But  unhappily  it 
did  not  p'.roduce  any  good  effect,  except  upon  a  very  few 
individuals  of  them — on  the  contrary,  the  leni.ty  and  for^ 
bearancc  of  government  were  treated  with  contempt,  and 
imputed  by  them  to  an  inability  of  defending  itfelf  j  and 
fome  of  your  lai^  ads  have  been  added  to  their  liii  of  griev- 
ances. '  But  thecleareft  and  mofi:  uneauivocal  evidence  of 
their  perfeverance  and  oppofition  to  government,  is  de- 
duced from  their  proceedings  refpecting  the  judicial  courts 
in  feveral  of  the  counties  fmce  thv'^laft  feillon  of  rhe  gene- 
ral courto     They  twice  with  an  armed  force,  ilopped  thof:^ 
courts  in  Worcefter,  and  would  not  fufFer  thern  to  open  in 
Hampfhire.     They  attempted  it,  tho-jghunfuccefsfujly,  in 
Middlefex,  and  in  confequence  of  that  attempt  feveial    of 
them  were  taken  into  cuRody  hy  virtue  of  ftate  warrants; 
in  the  execution  of  which,   the  fheriff  and   other  perfons 
to  whom  the  warrants   were   direded,  had    ths  aid  and 
fupport  of  a  number  of  fpirited  gentlemen  of  that  coun- 
ty and  Suffolk,  "   At  the  lail  time   of  their  afiembiiflg  in 
Worcefler,  i;here  w^re  near  a  thoufand  of  thern  in  arms, 
who  to  the  great  annoyance  and, terror  of  that  vicinity, 
continued  embodied  for  feveral   days   after  ths  court  had 
adjourned,  meditating,  as  it  was  apprehended  further  out- 
rages, which  were  providentially  prevented  by   the  con- 
tinued florms  of  that    week.     Thefevioknt  and  creafoa- 
able  proceedings  of  the  infurgents,  were  pe4"etrated  after 
the  publication  of  the  laft  ads  of  the  general  court   ref-' 
peding  them,  and  demonftratjd  not  only  a  total  difiegard- 
cf  thofe  ads,  and  the  authority  by  which  they  were  en-i 
sided,  but  a  contempt  of  all  conflirutional  government^  ansi- 
a, fixed  determination  to  perfevare  iii  raeafurcsfor  fubvcrt-  ' 
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ing  it.     This  determination  and  ihefe  me^fures  were  ajfo 
hianifefled  by  their  printed  declarations,  and   fome  of  the 
private  tranfadions  of  their  leaders,  when  the  main  body 
of  the  infurgents  were  lall  afTembled  at  Worcefter,   by 
which  it  appeared  the  infurgents  were  formed  into  regi- 
ments, and  that  a  committee  were  appointed  for  each  re- 
giment, to  fee  that  it  flxould,  without  delay,  be  properly, 
officered  and  eqiiipped,   and  compleatly  ready   whenever 
called  upftn.     That  this  was  the   (late  of  things  in   the 
weAern  counties,  was  further  confirmed  by  letters  I  receiv- 
ed from  fome  of  the   moft  refpedable   characters  in  thofe 
counties,  and  by  the  oral   teftimony  of  many   intelligent 
perfons  from  thence,  who    all    agreed  in   the  necefTity  o^f 
fpeedy  and  vigoroui>  meafures  being  taken  for  the  effe(^ua! 
fupprcffion  of  the  infurgents,  without  which,  the  well  af- 
feded    might   from  a  principle  of  felf-prefervation,    be 
obliged  to  join  them,  and  the  infurreftion  become  general. 
The  fafety  and  well-being  of  the  commonwealth  being 
thus  in  hazard,  and  the  lenient  conciliating  meafures  of  tkg 
general  court  having  been   rejeded  by  the  infurgents,  I 
conceived  myfelf  under  every  obligation  of  hon'or  and  du- 
ty to  exert  the  powers  vefted  in  me  by  law  and  the  coa- 
ftitution,  for  the  protedion  and  defence  of  the  common-; 
wealth  againftthe  hoftile  and  nefarious  attempts  of  thofe 
lawlefs  men.      Purfuant  to  this   idea,  I  laid  before    the 
council  all  the  information  and  intelligence  I  had  colIe>:e4 
relative  to  the  proceedings  and  deiigns  of  thefe  men  :  And 
the  council  were  unanimoufly  of  opinion,  and  according-: 
ly  advifed  that  vigorous  and  efFedual  meafures   ihould  be 
taken  to  proted  the  judicial  courts,,  particularly  thofe  tliat 
■w  ere  then  next  to  be  holden  at  Worcefter,  to  aid  the  civil 
Hiagiftrate   in  executing  the  laws— to  repel  all  infurgenis 
againfl  the  government,  ?nd  to  apprehend    all    diRurbers 
of  the  public  peace,  particularly  fuch  of  thern  as  might 
be  named  in  any  ftate  warrant  or  warrants.     For  thefd 
purpofes  upon  the  e.'feding  of  which  all  good  gcvernraen};. 
and  icdeed  tht  happy  exigence  of  the  commonwealth,   do 
efTenrially  depend,!  have  called  forth  from  feveral  counties, 
A  refpeaabJ?  body  of  the  ffiilitjaj  the  conamand  of- which 
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iliave  given  to  majcr-general  LincoJn,  witli  or dfrrs  to  car- 
ry thofe  p ur pofi. b  mxo  effeo  ua'  execu t ion .      'I hofe  ©rtkrs 
are  now  in  opeiation,  and  will  be  laid  before  you,  w«h 
the  general  orders  containing  the  plan  of   rccafiaics,  by 
which  the  commonwfslth  was  to  be  defended  agaimfi  its 
prefent  afTailaF.ts.     I  congratulate,  you  gentleni."!!  ojq  ti^ 
fucccfs  of  thcfe  raeafuros  hitheito,  avid  hope  it  is  a  pre- 
lude to  final  fu,ccefiand  to  the  re-eilabliilmient  of'  partcit 
trariquility.     1  he  difpatches  cuncerning  it,  whicb  I  feaye 
le.  eived  from  general  Lincoln  and  general  Shephard,  will 
belaid  before  you.     Thus  ^ejitlemen,  fioma  principje  ot 
duty  to- the  commonwealth,  and  in  conformity -to  ycur 
refoiution  of  the 24th  of  October,  in  which   yoa  ticpiefs^ 
a.  full  confidence  "  thar  i  will  perfeveie  in  the  excicifeof 
f'uch  powers  as  are  velted  in  rae  by   the  canlliriitjciii   fot 
preventing  any  attempts  to  interrupt  the  adminiilTaiJonof 
Ia';vand  jufticej  and  for  enforcing  due  obedience"  to   the 
authority  and    law.s  cf  government,"  1  have  taken  the 
ireafures  above r«^  i;fented.  1  rrujl  they  w  ill  ineer  wirhyo^r 
entire  approbation,   and  with  that  fupport  which  is  na- 
turally t3  be  expede,d  from  the    guardian's  of  the  public 
fafety.     On  my  pa<HJ  have  done  in  this  bufjr.efs  what 
the  duly  of  my  office  and  the  oath  of  qualificadoa  in^if- 
penfibly  requi  res,  and  I  iiave  the  f uilell  confidence  that  oi» 
your  part  nothing  will  be  wanting  to  carry  into  complete 
effeA  the  meafures  thai  have  been  taken,  or  that  may  b- 
further  neceffary  to  fuppiefs  the  prtlent  infurrefjiou,  and 
to  infure  a  Arii:t  obedience  to  the  laws.      This  is  fo  effen- 
tial  to  the  peace  and  fafityof  the  commonwealth,  that 
it  requires  youi  in:,imediate  attention,  and  the  fpeedy  ap- 
plieation  of  further,  means,,  if .  rhcfe  already  taken  fliould 
be  deemed  infufiiciet.t   for    that  ^purpofe.     Among   thofft 
means  you  may  dtern  it  neceffafy  to  eflabli/li  fon.'e  crit2- 
lion  for  difcriminating  between  good   citizens  and  infur- 
gents,  that  each  might  be  rt-gardcd  according  to  their  cha- 
radcr,  the  former  as  their  country's  friends  and  lobe  pro- 
tetScd,  and  the  latter  as  public  enemies,  and  to  bo  effc^u- 
ally  fuppreffed.     At  fuch  a  time  as  the  prefent,  every  man 
ipH^,h|  to  4hew  his  colcuis  an ^  take  his.  fide  ;  no  neutral 
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charafters  fliould  be  allowed,  nor  any  fuffered  to  vibrate 
between  the  two.     Vigor,  deeifion  and  energy  will  foon 
terminate  this  unnatural,  this  unprovoked  infurredion,and 
prevent  the  efFufion  of  blood  ;  but  the  contrary  may  in- 
volve the  commonwealth  in  a  civil  war  and  all  its  dreadfq,! 
confequences,  which  may  extend  not  only  to  the  neigh- 
bouring ftates,  but  even  to   the  whole   confederacy,  and 
finally  deftroy  the  fair  temple    of  American   liberty  ;  in 
the  ereding  of  which,  befides  the  vaft  expence  of  it,  many 
thoufands  of  valuable  citizens  have  been  facrificed.     There 
are  ftvcral  things  refulting  from  the  meafures  in  operation 
which  require  your  immediate  attention.     7  he  money  im- 
mediately wanted  for  carrying  thetR  into  execution,   was 
fuppliedby  a  voluntary  loan  from  a  number  of  gentlemen," 
and  in  a  manner  which  does  them  honor.    1  muft  earneftly 
recommend  to  you  to  providefor  its  reimburfement,  which 
upon  the  principles  of  policy  as  well  as  juftice,  fhould  be 
made  as  fpeedy  as  poflible.     Provifion  alfo  fhould  be  made 
for  defraying  the  general  expence.     Should  the  time  be  too 
Ihort  to  efFedthe  great  purpofes  for  which  the  militia  were 
called  forth,  it  may    be  necefTary  that  general   Lincoln 
ihould  be  empowered  to  continue  titem  in  fervice  by  in- 
liftment,  until  thefe  purpofes   fhould    be    accomplifhed. 
The  men  being  already    embodied,  and    the   arrangements 
for  fupporiing  them  perfeded,  the  expence  of  fucha  con- 
tinuance will  be  much  lefs  than  that  of  raifing  auew  body 
for  the  fame  fervice.     There  are  defeds  in  our  militia  aft 
which  require  an  immediate    remedy,  and  which  I  fhall 
raention  to  you  in  afcparate-mefTage.     Thefe,  gentlemen, 
are  matters  of  importance,  but  the  general  fubjed  of  this 
addrefs  is  of  the  firft  magnitude,  and  demands  your  imme- 
diate and  mofl  ferious attention.     If  it  betaken  up  with 
properfpirit— if  the  meafures  in  operation  be  feconded 
with    firmnefs  and  deeifion — and  if  the  powers  of  the 
feveral  branches  of  government  be  united  in  a  wife  and 
vigorous  exertion,  we  may  reafonably  exped  a  fpeedy  and 
happy  ifTue  to  the  prefent  infurredion,  to  which   happy 
iffue  cy^ry  exertion  on  my  part  has  been  and  fhall  be  ap- 
plied -J  but  on  the  contrary,  if  indecifion,  langour,ordif- 
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wnioii  fhould  on  this  occafion  pervade  our  public  counfels; 
infunei^ion,  though  checked  for  the  prefent,  would  gain 
new  ftrength,  a«d  like  a  torrent  might  fweeo  av/ay 
every  mound,  of  the  conftitution,  and  overwhelm  the 
commonwealth  in  every  fpecies  of  calamity.  In  fuch 
cafe,'  if  brought  pn  by  remiffnefs,  or  relaxation 
on  our  part,  we  fhould  be  not  only  involved  moil 
ciTentially  involved,  in  that  calamity,  but  juftly  charge- 
able with  betraying  the  truft  repofed  in  us  by  our  fellow 
citizens,  and  chargeable  with  ignbminioufly  deferting  the 
ports  afligned  us,  as  guardians  of  the  peace^  the  fai'e^y  and 
happinefs  of  the  commonwealth.  But  very  happily,  this 
is  only  a  polTiblecafe — for  your  patriotifm,  your  virtue, 
your  regard  for  your  own  liberties  and  property,  and  for 
thofe  of  your  families  and  poilerity,  muft  induce  you  to 
call  forth  every  power  of  government  into  vigorous  exer- 
tion for  preventing  fuch  a  complication,  fuch  an  accumu- 
lation of  evils.  On  this  occafion  it  is  proper  gentlemen, 
to  inform  you,  that  I  have  received  from  feveral  towns, 
petitions,  direded  to  the  governor  and  council,  and  alfo  td 
the  general  court,  relative  to  the  infurgents.  The  peti- 
tions being  eight  in  number,  do  difap prove  of  the  pro- 
ceedings of  government,  in  regard  to  thofe  people.  But 
as  the  things  prayed  for,  were,  for  themoft  part,  not  cog- 
nizable by  the  governor  and  council,  and  fuch  as  werefo, 
could  not  be  granted  by  them,  confiftently  with  the  duty 
they  owe  to  the  commonwealth  ;  the  petitions  will  be 
laid  before  you,  for  your  confideiation.  There  are  other 
matters  to  which  your  atteniion,  gentlemen,  is  neceffary, 
and  they  will  be  communicated  by  mefTage.

This 
court  are  fully  perfuaded  that  by  far  the  greater  part  of 
th-i  citizens  of  this  commonwealth  are  warmly  attached 
to  our  prefent  happy  conftiturion  ;  they  have  a  highfenfe 
of  tberaerit  of  a  refpedablebody  of  the  militia,  who  have 
With  readinefs  attended  your  excellency's  orders  on    thi» 
prefijng  emergency,  as  well  as  cf  the  patriotic  zeal  of  a 
minsber  of  private  citizens,  who  have  chearfuHy  advanced 
their  money  in  aid  to  government  ;  and  you   may  be  af- 
fiired,  fir,  that  the  moil  fpecdy  and  effectual  means  will 
be  u fed  for  the  payment  of  the  officers  and  foldiers  who 
have  been  or  may  be  employed  in  this  necelTary  and  mod 
important  fervice,  and  for  the  reimburfement  of  the  mo- 
nies generoudy  advanced  for  its  fupport.      It  is  to  be  ex- 
peded,     that    vigor,    decifion,    and    energy  under    tha 
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^ireSlioh  and  blelling  of  heaven,  will  foon  terminate  this 
unnatural,  unprovoked  rebellion,  prevent  the  effulion  of 
blcod,  aiid  the  fatal  conlequences  to  be  dreaded  from  a 
civil  war,  and  it  is  the  determination  of  this  court  to  efta- 
blifn  a  criterion  for  difcriminating  between  good  citizens 
and  others,  that  each  may  be  regarded  according  to  their 
chara<5ter  and  defer ts.  If  it  fliould  appear  to  your  excel- 
lency that  the  time  for  which  the  militia  under  the  com- 
mand of  major-general  Lincoln  are  inlifted,  is  too  fliorc 
to  effect  the  great  objefftsin  vievx",  it  is  the  requeil  of  this 
court  that  you  would  be  pleafed  to  direct  the  commanding 
general  to  re-inlili  the  fame  men,  or  inliil  others  for  fuch 
further  time  as  you  may  think  neceflary,  or  to  replace 
ihem  by  detachments  from  the  militia,  and  if  ^  you  fhall 
ihinkit  expedient,  toencreafe  their  numbers^  and  continue 
them  in  fervice  until  thofe  purpofes  Ihall  be  campletely 
accomplilhed.  The  general  court  will  give  themofl  ready 
attention  to  your  melTage  of  the  third  inllanc,  and  every 
other  communication  you  fhall  be  pleafed  to  lav  before 
ihem.  They  will  vigoroufly  purfue  every  meafure  that 
bay  be  calculated  to  fupport  the  conlUtution,  and  will 
llill  continue  to  redrefs  any  real  grievances,  if  fuch  fhall

Commonwealth  of  Maffadiufetts. 

Whereas  the  doings  of  the  general  court  at  their  laif 
feflion,  relative  to  the  infurgents  againft  the  government 
and  authority  of  the  ftate  in  feveral  counties  within  this 
commonwealth,  were  lenient  and  merciful,  were  intend- 
ed to  quiet,  the  minds  of  the  difcifPefted,  and  ought  to  have 
had  the  Qh'cCi  they  were  defigned  to  produce.  And  where- 
as every  complaint  of  grievances  was  carefully  attend<?d 
to,  with  adifpofition  to  grant  all  relief  which  could  be 
afforded,  confillent  with  equal  ju/lice  and  the  dignity  of 
government.  And  the  general  court  fo  far  as  they  were 
able,  adopted  raeafures  accordingly,  and  gave  full  and  clear 
information  to  the  infurgents  as  well  as  others,  of  the  ge- 
■eral  fituation  of  public  affairs. 

And  whereas  a  full  and  frse  pardon,  for  all  the  outrage-' 
ous  proceedings  agaiml  the  government,  whereof  the  in- 
furgents had  been  guilty,  was  tendered  them  upon  this 
mild  condition  alone,  that  they  Ihould  be  guilty  of 
fuch  outrages  no  more,  and  as  evidence  of  their  in- 
tentions to  demean  themfelvesin  future,  as  good  an^d  faith- 
ful citizens  Ihould,  before  tli2  firft  day  of  Jai:uary,  A.  D. 
1787,  take  and  fubfcribe  the  oath  of  allegiance  ;  it  ma- 
nifeflly  appears  from  the  fubfequ?nt  condud  of  the  lead- 
ers of  the  infurgents,  that  their  opponcion  to  government, 
has  not  arifen  from  a  mifapprehenlion  as  to  the  views  and 
difpofition  of  government,  or  from  a  temporary  irritation, 
arifing  from  theprefiure  of  fuppofed  grievances,  or  from 
a  mifguided  zeal  to  promote  the  public  happinefs,  as 'hat 
beau  infidioufly  afiferted,  but  from  a  fettled  determination 
to  fubvert  the  conftitution,  and  put  an  end  to  thegovern- 
nientof  this  commonwealth  ;  it  is  alfo  abundantly  mani- 
fest 
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left,  that  tlie  conduft  of  the  infurg.ents  in  flopping  the 
courts  of  juliicein  the  counties  of  \Vorcefter  and  Hamp- 
fhirc,  in  airenibling  in  aims  avowedly  to  commit  the  fame 
outrages  in  the  county  of  Middicfex,  in  calling  upon  the 
towns  in  fome  counties  to  furnifli  themfclvcs  with  arn.s 
and  ammunitioa,  in  ap'pointing,committees  to  form  their  ad- 
Jierents  intjregularmiJirary  companies,  propcily  ofiicered, 
thereby  to  c:1ablifh  within  this  commonwealti':,  a  lland- 
i  "g  force  beyond  the  controulof,  and  for  th^exprcfspur- 
pofe  of  oppofiHg  in  arms  the  cpnllitutional  government  of 
the  Hate,  in  endeavouring  to  cncreafe  ths  commotions  in 
thft  counties  aforefaid,  by  publicly  inviting  and  alluring 
others  to  throw  off  their  allegiance  and  join  their  body,  is 
rubveifive  of  all  order  and  government,  abfolutely  incom- 
patible with  the  public  fafety  and  happinefs,  and  is  a» 
open,  unnatural,  unprcveked  and  wicked  rebellion  againil 
the  dignity,  authority  and  government  of  this  common- 
V/eahh.  And  the  Jegillature  in  duty  to  their  conuirueuts 
in  conformity  to  their  oaths,  antl  by  vii'tue  of  the  autho- 
rity veiled  in  them,  by  the  conflicution  (having  ineffectu- 
ally tried  every  lei/ient  meafure  to  reclaim  them)  do  here- 
by foleranly  declare,  that  a  horrid  and  unnatural  rebelli- 
on and  war,  has  been  openly  and  iraiteroufly  raifed  and 
levied  againll  this  commonwealth,  and  is  ilili  continued, 
and  now  exifls  within  the  fame,  with  dtfign  to  fubverc 
and  overthrow  the  conftitution  and  form  of  government

The  fccretary  for  foreign  affairs,  having  in  purfuance 
of  an  order  of  Coiigrefs,  reported  the  draught  of  a  letter 
to-rhe  ftares  to  accompany  the  refolutions,  palTed  the  21ft 
day  of  March,  1787,  the  fame  was  taken  into  confiderati- 
on,  and  unanimoufly  agreed  to  as  follows  ;

Our  fecretary  for  foreign  affairs  has  tranfmitted  to  you 
copies  of  a  letter  to  him  from  our  aninil^er  at  the  court  of 
London,  of  the  4th  day  of  March,  1786,  and  of  the  pa- 
pers mentioned  to  have  been  enclofed  with  it. 

We  have  deliberately  and  difpafllonately  examined  and 
confidered  the  fever ai  fafts  and  matters  urged  by  Britain 
as  inf  rations  of  the  treaty  of  peace  on  the  part  of  Ame- 
rica, and  we  regret  that  in  fonieof  thellates  too  little  at- 
tention appears  to  have  been  paid  to  the  public  faith  pledg- 
ed by  that  treaty.  .        - 

Not  only  the  obvious  dictates  of  religion,  morality  and 
national  honor,  but  alfo  the  firit  principles  of  good  policy, 
demand  a  candid  and  punctual  compliance  with  en- 
gagements conftitutionally  and  fairly  made.  ^ 

Our  national  conftitution  having  committed  to  us  the 
^nanagement  of  the  national  concerns  with  foreign  ftates 
and  powers,  it  is  our  duty  to  take  care  that  all  the  rights 
which  they  ought  to  enjoy  within  our  jurifdiCtion  by  the 
laws  of  nations  and  the  faith  of  treaties,  remain  invioUte<. 
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And  it  is  alfo  oOr  duty  to  provide  that  the  efTential  inter- 
efts -and  peace  of  the  whole  confederacy  be  not  impaire4 
Dr  endangered  b.y  deviations  from- the  line  of  public  faiih,< 
into  u'hich  any  of  its  members  may  frottl  whatever  caul's 
be  unadvifedly  drawn.       ■  ^t 

'tei  it  be  remembered  that  the  Thirteen  Independent So-» 
vereign  States  have,  by  exprefs  delegation  of  power,  form-, 
^d  and, veiled  in  us  a  general  chougHlimited'-fovereignty, 
for  the  general  and  national  purpofes  fpecifiedin  the  con- 
"  fdderatipn.  In  this  fovereignty  they cannof-feverally  par- 
ticipate (except  by  their  delegates)  nor  with  it  have  con-» 
current  jurifdidion ;  for  the  ninth  article  of  the  confedera- 
tion nioil  ekprefsly  conveys  to  us  the  fole  and  exclujive 
right  and  power  of  ^datern^ining  onwar  and  pcac^p  and  of 
entering' into  frcai'/ei' and  alliances,  gcc.  '  >.     "  . 

When  therefore  a  treaty  is  cofiftitutionally  made,  ratified 
ind  publifhedby  us,  it  immediately  becomes  binding  on 
the  whole  nation,  and  fuperadded  tothe  lawsof  the  land, 
without  the  intervention  of  ftatelegiflatures.-  Treaties  def- 
yive  their. obligation  froq  being  compafts between  the  fo- 
vereigh  of  this  andthe  fovereign-  of  anothernation  ;  where- 
as laws  or ftatutesderive'their force  from  being  the  ad^s  of 
a  legiflati/re  competent  torhe  palTingof.them.r  Hence  ir  is 
clear  that  treaties  muil  be  implicitly  received  and  obferv- 
ed  by  every  member  of  the  nation  ;  for  as  ftatelegiflafures 
are  not  competent  to  the  making"  of  fuch  cbmpai^s  dr 
treaties^  fo  neither  are  they  competent  in  that  capacity, 
authoritatively  to  dcc'de  on,'or  afcertaifl  the  conftrudioa 
and  fenfe  of  them.'  When  doubts  irife  refpeding  the  con- 
:(lru<ftion  of  ftate  laws,  it  is  not  unufual  nor- imprcjpe'r  fdr 
the  Hate  le'giflatures,  by  (explanatory  or  declat;atory  acts, 
to  remove  thofe  doubts :  but  the  cafe  between  laws  and 
compads  or  treaties  is  in  this  widely  different  ;  for  when 
doubts  arife  refpeding  the  fenfe  and  meaning  of  a  treaty, 
they  art  fo  fajf  from  being  cognizable  by  a  ftate  legifla- 
ture,  that  the  United  States  in  Congrefs  iiflembled  have  h'o 
authority  to  fettle  "and  determine  them  :  for  as  the  legiflai- 
ture  only,  which  conlxitutionally  pafles  a  law,  has  power 
to  reyife  and  amend" it,  fo  the  fovereigns  only,-  who  aie 

parties 

\  ,'<■  '  \ 
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parties  to  the  treaty,  have  power  by  mutual  confent 
ftnd  pofterior  articles,  to  rorredor  explain  it. 

In  cafes  between  individuals,  all  doubts  refpeding  the 
jneaningof  a  treaty,  like  all  doubts  refpeding  the  meaning 
!of  a  law,  are  in  the  firft  inftance  mere  judicial  queftions, 
and  are  to  be  heard  and  decided  in  the  courts  ofjuftice  hav- 
ing cognizance  of  the  caufes  in  which  they  arife,  and 
whofe  duty  it  is  to  determine  them  according  to  the  rules 
and  maxims  ertablifhed  by  the  laws  of  nations  for  the  in- 
terpretation of  treaties.  From  thefe  principles  it  follows 
of  neceffary  confequence,  that  no  individual  ftate  has  a 
light  by  legiflative  ads  to  decide  and  point  out  the  fenfe 
in  which  their  particular  citizens  and  courts  fhall  under- 
hand this  or  that  article  of  a  treaty. 
;•  It  is  evident  that  a  contrary  dodrine  would  not  only 
militate  againft  the  common  and  eftablifhed  maxinrs  and 
ideas  relative  to  thisfubjed,  but  would  prove  no  lefs  in- 
fconvenient  in  pradice  than  it  is  irrational  in  theory  ;  for 
in  that  cafe  the  fame  article  of  the  fame  treaty  might  by 
iaw  be  made  to  mean  one  thing  in  New-Hampfiiire,  an- 
other thing  in'  New- York,  and  neither  the  one  nor  the 
other  of  them  in  Georgia. 

,  How  far  fuch  legiflative  ads  would  be  valid  and  obliga- 
tory even  within  the  limits  of  the  ftate  palling  them-  is  « 
queftion  which  we  hope  never  to  have  occafion  to  difcufs. 
Certain  however  it  is  that  fuch  ads  cannot  bind  either  of 
the  conrr^ding  fovereigns,  and  confequeuily  cannot  be  ob-« 
ligatory  on  their  refpedive  nations. 

■'  But  if  treaties,  and  every  article  in  them,  be  (as  they  are 
and  ought  to  be)  binding  on  the  whole  nation,  if  indivi- 
dual ftates  have  no  right  to  accept  fome  articles  and  rejefi: 
others,  and  if  the  impropriety  offtate  ads  to  interpret  and 
decide  the  fenfe  and  conftrudion  of  them,  be  apparent, 
ilill  more  manifeftmufl  be  the  impropriety  of  flate  ad»  to 
eontroul,  delay  or  modify  the  operation  and  execution  of 
thefe  national  compads. 

■  •  When  it  is  confidered  that  the  fcveral  ftates  alTem.bled 
by  their  delegates  in  Congrefs,  have  exprefs  power  to 
form  treaties,  furely  the  treaties  fo  formed  are  not  after- 
11-    .    '  wards 
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-wards  to  be  fubjed  to  fuch  alterations  as  this  or  tbat 
ftate  legillature  may  think  expedient  to  make,  and  that  too 
without  the  confent  of  either  of  the  parties  to  it, — that 
is  in  the  prefent  cafe  without,  the  confent  of  all  the 
United  States,  who  coliedively  are  parties  to  this  treaty 
on  the  onefide,'and  his  Britannic  Majcfty  on  the  other. 
"Vv^ere  tht:  legifiatures  to  poflefs  and  toexercife  fuch  power, 
we  ftouldfoon  be  involved  as  a  nation,  in  anarchy  and 
confufion  at  home,  and  in  difputes  which  would  probably 
terminate  in  hoftilities  and  war  .with  the  nations  with 
whom  we  may  have  formed  treaties.  Inftances  wouk^ 
then  be  frequent  of  treaties  fully  executed  in:one  ftate,' 
and  only  partly  executed  in  another ;  and  of  the  fame 
Article  being  executed  in  one  manner  in  one  ftate,  and  in  a 
diiferent  manner,  or  not  at  all,  in  another  ftate.  Hiftory 
furnifhes  no  precedent  of  fuch  liberties  taken  with  tteatiej 
under  form  of  law  in  any  nation. 

Contrafts  between  nations,  like  contra<fts  between  indi-» 
\viduals,,  fhould  be  faithfully  executed,  even  though  the 
fword  in  the  one  cafe,  and  the  law  in  the  other,  did  not 
compel  it.  Honeft  nations,  like  honeft  men,  require  no 
conftraint  to  do  juftice  ;  and  though  impunity  and  thene- 
ceflity  of  affairs  may  fometimes  afford  temptations  to  pare 
.down  contrads  to  the  meafure  of  convenience,  yet  it  is 
never  done  but  at  the  expence  of  that  eftesm,  and  confi- 
dence, and  credit  which  are  of  infinitely  more  worth 
than  all  the  momentary  advantages  which  fuch  expedi- 
ents can  extort. 

But  although  contrading  nations  cannot,  like  individu-v 
als,  avail  themfelves  of  courts  of  juftice  to  compel  per- 
formance of  contrafts  ;  yet  an  appeal  to  heaven  and  to 
arms  is  always  in  their  power,  and  often  in  their  incli- 
nation. 

But  it  is  their  duty  to  take  care  that  tkey  never  lead 
their  people  to  make  and  fupport  fuch  appeals,  unlefs 
the  fincerity  and  propriety  of  their  conduft  affords  them 
good  reafon  to  rely  with  confidence  on  the  juftice  andpro»- 
tedion  of  heaven. 

Thus  much  we  think  it  ufeful  to  obferve,  in  order  to 

ixplaii^ 
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?xplain  the  principles  on  which  we  have  unanimoufiy  come 
to  the  following  refolution,  viz. 

"  Refolved,  That  the  legiflatures  of  the  feveral  ftates. 
cannot  of  right  pafs  any  aft  or  ads  for  interpreting,  ex- 
plaining or  conrtruing  a  national  treaty,  or  any  part  or 
claufe  of  it  5  nor  for  retraining,  limiting,  or  in  any  man- 
ner impeding,  retarding  or  counteracting  the  operatiea 
and  execution  of  the  fame  ;  for  that  on  being  conftituti- 
onaliy  made,  ratified  and  publilhed,  they  become  in  vir- 
tue of  the  confederation,  part  of  the  law  oi  the  land,  and 
are  not  only  independent  of  the  will  and  power  of  fuch 
legidatures,  but  alfo  binding  and  obligatory  on  them," 

As  the  treaty  of  peace,  fo  far  as  it  rel^peds  the  matter* 
and  things  provided  for  in  it,  is  a  law  to  the  United  States, 
which  cannot  by  all  or  any  of  them  be  altered  or  chang- 
ed, all  rtate  adseftablifliing  provifions  relaiivetothe  fame 
objeds  which  are  incompatible  with  it  rauft  in  every  poiat 
of  view  be  improper :  fuch  ads  do  neverthelefsexift  ;  but 
we  do  not  think  it  neceffaiy  either  to  enumerate  ihem  par- 
ticularly, or  to  make  themTeverally  the  fubjeds  of  dif- 
cullion.  It  appears  to  us  fufficient  to  obferve  and  infiii 
that  the  treaty  ought  to  have  free  courfs  in  its  operatiea 
and  execution,  and  that  all  obftacles  interpofed  by  /^ate 
ads  be  removed.  We  mean  to  ad  with  th:  mort  fcrupulous. 
regard  to  juftice  and  candour  towards  Great- Britain,  and 
with  an  equal  degree  of  delicacy,  moderation  and  de- 
cifion  towards  the  ftate?  who  have  given  occafion  tothefe, 
difcuffions. 

For  thefe  r?afons  we  have  in  general  ''•rms 

*^  Refolved,  Tfiat  %\\  fuch  ads,  or  parrs  of  ?ds  as  may  be 
nowexiiling  inanyof  th:  Aates,  repugnant  to  the  treaty 
of  peace,  ought  to  be  forthwith  repealed  ;  as  well  co  pre- 
vent their  continuing  to  be  regarded  a^  violations  of  that 
treaty,  as  to  avoid  the  difagr.eeable  necefiitv  there  might 
otherwifs  biof  raifiagand  difcufling  rueltions  touching 
their  validity  and  obligarion." 

Although  this  refolution  applies  ftridlyonly  to  fuch  of 
ths  ftates  as  have  paffed  the  exceptionable  ads  alluded  to, 
yet  to  oijviaie  all  future  difputes  and  queliicas,  as   Welt 

as 
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_  1 
as  to  remove  thofe  which  now  exirt;  we  think  it  beft  thif 
every  flate  witliout  exception  (hould  pafs  a  law  on  the 
fubjed.     W''e  have  therefore 

•'  Refolved,  That  it  be  recommended  tothefeveralftates' 
to  make  fuch  repeal  rather  by  defcribing  than  reciting  the 
faid  afts ;  and  for  that  purpofe  to  pafs  an  aft  declaring  in 
general  terms  that  all  fuch  ads,  and  parts  of  aft?  repugnant 
to  the  treaty  of  peace  between  the  United  States  and  his 
Britannic  Majefty,  or  any  article  thereof,  fhall  be,  andthere- 
by  are  repealed  ;  and  that  the  courts  of  law  and  equity  in 
all  caufes  and  quellions  cognizable  by  them  refpeftively, and 
arifing  from  or  touching  the  faid  treaty,  fhall  decide  and 
adjudge  accordingto  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  the 
fame  :  any  thing  in  the  faid  afts,  or  parts  of  afts  to  the 
contrary  thereof  in  any  wife  notwithrta'nding."  • 

Such  laws  would  anfwer  every  purpofe,  and  be  eafily 
formed.     The  more  they  were  of  the  like  tenor  through- 
out the  flates  the  better,  they  might  each  recite  that  '-i 
■  Whereas  certain  laws'  or  rtatutes   made  and   paff&d  id- 
fome  of  the  United  States,  .^re   regarded  and  complained 
of  as    repugnant  to    the  treaty  of  peace  with  Great- 
Britain,  by  reafon  whereof  not  only  the  good  faith  of  the 
United  States  pledged   by    that   treaty,    has  been  drawn 
into  queftion,  but  their  eftential  interefts  under  that  treaty 
greatly    affefted.     And  whereas  juftice  to  Great-Britain," 
as  well  as  regard  to  the  honor  and  interefts  of  the  United 
States,  require  that   the  faid  treaty  be  faithfully  executed, 
and  that  all  obftacle'   thereto,  and  particularly  fuch  as' 
do  or  may  be  conftrued  to  proceed  from  the  laws  of  this 
ftate,  be  effeftually  removed.     Therefore, 

Be  ir  enafted  by  and  it  is  hereby'" 

enafted  by  the  authority  of  the  fame,  that  fuch' of  the  afts 
or  parts  of  afts  of  thclegiflature  of  this  ftaie,  as  are  re- 
pugnant to  the  treaty  of  peace  between  the  United  States  ' 
and  his  Britannic  MajeAy,  or  any  article  thereof,  fhall ' 
be,  and  hereby  are  repealed.  And  further,  that  the  courts 
of  law  and  equity  withinthisftate  be,  and  they  hereby  are 
direfted  and  required  in  all  caufes  and  qucftions  cognizable 
by  them  refpeftively,  and  arifing  from  or  touching  thc^ 

faid 
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'faid  treaty,  to  decide  and  adjudge  accordlag  to  the  tenory 
true  intent  and  meaning  of  the  fame,  any  thing  in  the 
Ciid  adsor  parts  of  ads,  to  the  contrary  thereof  in  any  wil  e 
notwithflanding. 

Such  a  general  la-^'' would,  we  think,  be  preferable  to 
one  that  fhculd  minutely  enuraLrate  the  acts  and  claufes  in- 
tertded  to  be  repealed  :  becaufe  omiffions  might  acciden-« 
tally  be  made  in  the  enumerarion,  or  queftions  might 
arife,  and  perhnps  not  be  fatistattorily  deierrained,  refped- 
ingpaxricularacts  or  claufes,  about  which  contrary  opini- 
*ri^  may  be  entertained.  Byrepealing  in  general  terms  all 
'ids  j(nd  claufes  r.^gugnant  to  the  treaty,  ihebufinefs  will 
be  turned  over  to  its  proper  department,  viz.  thejudic'a!  ; 
tind  the'  cotirts  of  law  will  find  no  difficulty  in  deciding 
whether  any  particular  ad  or  rlaufe  is  or  is  not  contra- 
ry to  the  treaty.  Btfides,  when  it  is  confidered  thai  the 
judges  in  general  are  men  of  charader  and  learning,  and 
feel  as  well  as  know  the  obligations  of  office  and  th^ 
vilue  of,  reputation,  there  is  no  reifon  10  doubt  that  their 
condud  and  judgments  relative  to  thefe,  as  well  as  other 
judicial  matters,  will  be  wife  and  upright.    , 

Be  pleaf'^d,  fir,  to  lay  this  letter  before  the  legiflatura 
of  your  ftate  without  delay.  We  flatter  ourfelves  they 
will  concur  with  us  in  opinion  that  candour  and  juiiica 
are  as  neceflfary  to  true  policy  as  they  are  tO  found  morali- 
ty, and  that  the  moR  honorable  way  of  delivering  ourfelves 
from  the  embarralfment  of  millakes,  is  fairly  to  correct 
them.  It  certainly  i§  time  that  all  doubts  refpediirg  the 
public  faith  be  removed,  and  that  all  quthions  and  dif- 
ferences between  us  and  Great-Britain,  be  amicab'y  arj 
finally  fettled.  The  flares  Are  inforn  ed  of  the  reafo'  s 
why  his  Britannic  Majefty  ftill  eontinUi.s  to  occupy  th» 
frontier  pofts  which  by  the  treaty  he  agreed  to  evacu- 
ate :  and  we  have  the  ftrongtli  alTurances  t^  at  a;i  exact 
compliance  with  the  treaty  01.  our  part,  fiull  be  f  llowi  d 
by  a  punctual  performance  of  it  on  the  part  of  Great- 
Britaio. 

It  is  imprrtart  that  the  feveral  lef  iliamrc;  {^fa!ld  as  Torn 

as  polfible,  take  thefe  matters  intoconfidtration  ;  and  we 

G  requi  !l 
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requaftfhe  favor  of  you  to  rranfmit  to  us^  an  authenticated 
copy  of  fuch  acts  and  proceedings  of  thelegiflature  of  your 
ftate,  as  may  take  place  on  the  fubjeft  and  in  purfuance 
of  this  letter.

from  which  they  may  be  received,  which  accounts  and 
vouchers  fliall  be  immediately  fcrivarded  to  the  coramif-,  .

On  a  report  of  the  board  of  trcafury  ; 

ReJ'olvcd,  That  all  officers  in  the  line  of  the  late  army

According  to  order,  the  ordinance  for  the  goverrraent  of 
the  territory  of  the  United  States  north-Well  of  the  river 
Ohio,  was  read  a  fecond  time.

Congrefs  afTembled — Prefent  as  yeRerday. 

Accordirg  to  order,  the  ordinance  for  the  government 
of  the  territory  of  tlie  United  States  north-welt  of  ihe  ri- 
ver Ohio  was  read  a  third  time,  and  pafTed  as  follows : 

An  ORDINANCE  for  the  GOVERNMENT  of  rhe  TER- 
RITORY of  rhe  UNITED  STATES,  North- Welt  of 
the  RIVER  OHIO. 

E  IT  ORDAINED  by  the  United.  States  in  Congrefs 
affembJed,  That  the  faid  territory,  for  the  purpofes- 
of  temporary  government,  be  onediltrid  ;  fubjccl,  howe- 
ver, to  be  divided  into  two  diftrids,  as  future  circum- 
fiances  raay,  in.  the  opinion  of  Congrefs,  raake  it  expedi- 
ent. 

"  Be  it  ordained  hj  the  authority  aforefsid,  That  the 
eflates  both  ofrefidcnrand  non-reflHc'ut  proprietors  in  the 
faid  territory,  dying  inteilatc,  ftall  dcTcerd  to,  and  be 
diftributed  among  their  chiic^ren,  and  th^?  defceiidants  of  a_^ 
deceafcd  child  in  equal  parts ;  the  defcendants  of  a  de- 
ceafed  child  or  grand-child,  to  take  the  Hiare  of  their  de- 
ceafed  parent  in  equal  parts  among  thtm  ;  And  where  there 
fhall  be  no  children  o.r  defcendants,  then  in  equal  parrs  to 
the  next  of  kin,  in  equal  degree;  and  an:,cng  collaterals, 
the  children  of  a  deceafed  brother  orfifier  of  ths  int«.ilate,' 
fhall  have  in  equal  parts  among  them  their  deceafed  parenr> 
(hare  ;  and  there  fhall  in  no  cafe  be  a  diftindion  betv.-eeii 
kindred  of  the  whole  and  half  blood  ;  faving  in  all  cafe-; 
to  the  widow  of  the  inteftate,  her  third  part  of  the  real. 
cSate  for  life,  and  one  third  part  of  the  perfonal  eflate  ; '

and  this  law  relative  ro  defcents  and  dower,  (kali  remait^ 
in  full  iorce  until  altered  by  the  legillature  of  ihe  diftrid." 

And  until  the  pjovernor  and  judges  fliall  adopt  laws  as 

herein  a'termentioned,  eftatcs  in  the  faid  territory  maybe 
clevifed  or  bequearhedby  wills  in  writing,  figned  and  foal- 
ed byh^m  or  her,  in  whom  the  I'flate  maybe  (being  of  luU 
age)  and  attefted  by  three  witnefles  ; — and  real  eflatcs 
may  be  conveyed  by  leafeand  rdeafe,  or  bar^^ain  and  fale, 
ii^ned,  feoled,  and  deliv^Ted  by  the  perfon  being  of  full 
agvN  in  whom  the  eftate  may  be,  and  attefted  by  two  wit- 
pelfes,  provided  fuch  wills  be  duly  proved,  and  fuch  con- 
yeyit  Ctsbe  acknowledged,  or  the  execution  thereof  duly 
proved,  and  be  r>.corded  within  one  year  after  proper  naa- 
giArates,  courts,  and  regill.rs  ftiall  be  appointed  for  that 
purpose ;  and  perfonai  property  may  be  transferred  by  de-. 
livery  ;  faving,  however,  to  the  French  and  Canadian  in- 
habira-^'s,  a:  d  other  rerrlers  pf  theKaska^kies,  Saint  Vin^ 
Cfciit's,  and  ihe  -ieieH  touiing  villages,  who  have  hereto- 
fore protVfTtd  thti.  f.Ives  citizens  of  Virginia,  their  laws 
and  cuiloms  now  in  f  rce  among  the%  relatiye  tp  the  de-r 
fqenr  c.^o  c">;-veya?'.ce  of  property. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  auth  tity  aforefaid,  That  iheffc 
ihall  be  apprinred  fn  m  ime  ro  rime,  by  Congrefs,  a  go- 
vsrnor,  wh^fe  commJfliun  (hAl  continue  in  force  fti  the 
Term  of  tH tee  years,  unlefs  fooner  revoked  by  t'ongrefs, 
hi  (hall  r  fide  in  the  diflriA,  ar.d  have  a  freehold  el^ate 
ihei'  in,  in  one  thoufand  acres  of  land,  while  in  the  ex-t 
ercife  of  his  office. 

There  (hali  be  app  )i;.ted  ^Tomtlme  to  time,  byCongrefs, 
a  fecrttary,  whoie  CommifEon  (hall  continue  in  force  for 
four  years,  unlefs  fooner  revoked  ;  he  (hall  re£de  in  the 
difiru'^,  and  have  a  fteehpld  eftate  therein,  ii,  five  hundred 
acres  of  land,  while  in  the  excrcife  of  his  office  ;  it  (hall 
be  h's  duty  ro  keep  and  preferye  the  ad*  and  la\\  s  pa(red 
by  thelegifliture.  and  the  public  records  of  ihedifiria,and 
the  proceedings  of  he  governor  in  his  execurive  depart- 
mentt  ;  and  tranfmit  authentic  copies  of  fuch  ads  and 
proceedings,  every  (ix  months,  to  the  fecretary  of  Con- 
grsfs ;  Theie  fljall  -^Ifo  be  appointecl  %  co^It  lo  cpnfift 
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•f  thtee  judges,  any  two  of  whom  to  foim  a  court,  who 
Ihall  have  a  common  law  jurifdittion,  and  refde  in  thedif- 
trict,  and  have  each  therein  a  frtehold  eftate  in  five  hun- 
dred acres  of  land,  whilo  in  the  exercifvr  of  then  offices; 
and  their  commilTions  fkall  continue  in  iorce  during  good 
behaviour, 

The  governor  and  judges,  or  a  majority  of  thrm.  flia!! 
adopt  and  publilh  in  the  diflrid,  fuch  laws  of  thj  original 
ftates,  criminal  and  civil,  as  n^ay  be  necefTary,  and  beft 
fuited  tothecircumftancesof  the  rliftrict,  and  report  rhcm  to 
Congrefs,  from  time  to  time  ;  wkich  laws  fhall  be  in  forpe 
in  the  diftrid  un:il  the  orgaiMzation  of  the  genera!  aflem- 
bly  thereir,  unlefsdifap proved  of  by  Congrefs ;  but  after- 
wards the  le^iflaiure  (hall  have  authority  to  alter  them  as 
ihcy  fhall  think  fit. 

The  govemor  for  the  titnebcing,  ftall  be  commander  in 
chief  of  the  inilitia,  appoirt  and  ccmniillion  all  officers  ia 
the  fame,  belov/  the  rahk  of  general  officers;  all  general 
cfficerv  (hall  be  appointed  and  conr^mifTiojed  by  Conc'icTs. 

Previous  to  the  organization  of  the  general  affcmbly,  the 
governor  fhall  appoint  fuch  m?.giftrates  and  other  civil  cffi^ 
cers,  in  each  county  or  fown(htp,  as  he  fhall  find  neceffa-r' 
ry  for  the  prefervation  ct  the  pence  and  good  order  in  xhs 
fame:  After  the  general  afiembly  fliall  be  organized,  th>i 
powers  and  duties  of  magiftrates  and  other  civil  officers 
fiiall  be  regulated  and  defined  by  the  faid  aiTcmbly  ;  bur  all 
inagiflra'es  and  other  civil  ollicers,  not  herein  othciuife 
directed,  fhall,  during  the  conthiuands  of  ihis  ttmporary 
govtrnrnent,  be  appointed  by  the  governor.  . 

For  the  prevention  of  crimes  aiid  injuries,  the  laws  to 
be  adopted  or  m::de  ftiall  have  force  in  all  parts  cjI'  the  dif- 
tri<tt,  and  for  tlie  execution  of  procefs,  crimir.al  andcivif, 
the  governor  (hall  make  proper  divil  ons  thereof — and  he 
ftiall  proceed  from  time  to  time,  as  circumllanccs  may  re- 
quire, to  lay  out  the  parts  of  the  dillrid  in  vshich  the  In- 
dian titles  fhall  have  been  extinguifhcd,  into  counties  and 
townships,  fi.bjcd,  lu-wever,  k-j  fuch  alterations  as  ir.ay 
iJ^ereafter  be  made  by  iht  legiflature* 

So 
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So  foon  as  there  fliall  be  five  thoufand  free  male  inha*^ 
Liiants,  of  full  age,  in  the  diftrift,  upon  giving  proof 
thereof  to  the  governor,  they  fhall  receive  authority,  with 
time  and  place,  to  elect  reprefentatives  from  their  counties 
Oj  townfliips,  to  reprefent  them  in  the  general  afTerably  ; 
provided  that  for  every  five  hundred  free  male  inhabitants, 
there  (hall  be  one  reprefenutive,  and  fo  on  progrenively 
with  the  number  of  free  male  inhabitants  fhall  the 
the  riqhf  of  r.prefentation  increafe,  until  the  number  of 
reprefentatives  fhall  amount  to  twenty-five  ;  after  which 
ihe  number  and  proportion  of  reprefentatives  fliall  be 
regulatiid  by  the  legiflature  :  provided  that  no  perfon  be 
cU^^ible  or  qualified  to  ait  as  a  reprefentative,  unlefs  he 
Ihall  have  been  a  citizen  of  one  of  the  United  States  three 
years,  and  be  a  refident  in  the  diftrid,  or  unlefs  he  fliall 
have  refided  in  the  dilkift  three  years ;  and  in  either  cafe,' 
fhall  likewife  hold  in  his  own  right,  in  fee  fimple,  twQ 
hundred  acres  of  land  within  the  fame  :  provided  alfo, 
that  a  freehold  in  fifty  acres  of  land  in  the  diftrid^  having 
been  a  citizen  of  one  of  the  flates,  and  being  refident  in  the 
dirtrift,  or  the  like  freehold  and  two  years  refidence  in  the^ 
diftrict  fliall  be  neceflary  to  cjuaUfy  a  man  as  an  eledor  of^ 
a  reprefentative. 

The  reprelentatives  thus  ele^led,  fliall  fcrve  for  the  rerra^ 
of  two  years ;  and  in  cafe  of  the  death  of  a  reprefentative,* 
or  removal  from  office,  the  governor  fliall  ifi^ue  a  writ  to' 
the  county  or  townfliip,  for  which  he  was  a  member,  to' 
eled  another  in  his  ftead,  to  ferve  for  the  rcfidueofthe^ 
term. 

The  general  afiembly,  or  legifiature,  fliall  confiA  of  the 
governor,  legiflarive  council,  and  a  hoiife  of  reprefenta- 
tives. The  legidative  council  fliall  coi-.fi!l  of  five  members* 
to  continue  in  office  five  years,  Unlefs  fooner  removed  by 
Congrefs;  any  three  of  whom  to  be  a  quorum  :  and  the 
members  of  the  council  fliall  be  nominated  and  appointed 
in  the  following  manner,  to  wit :  As  foon  as  reprefenta- 
tives fliall  be  elected,  the  governor  fliall  appoint  a  time  and 
place  for  rhem  to  meet  togetlier,  and,  when  met,  they^ 
ihall  nominate  ten  perfons,  refidents  in  the  difiri^,  an3' 
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each  pofTelTed  oFa  freehold  in  five  hundred  acres  of  land^ 
^nd  return  their  names  to  Congrefs ;  five  of  whom  Con- 
grefs  fliall  appoint  and  commilfion  to  ferve  as  aforefaid  j 
ind  whenever  a  vacancy  fhall  Happen  in  the  council,  by 
death  or  removal  from  office,  the  houfe  of  reprefcncatives 
fhall  nominate  twoperfons,  qualiliedas  aforefaid,  for  each 
vacancy,  and  return  their  names  to  Congrefs;  one  of 
whom  Congrefs  (hall  appoint  and  commifTicn  for  the  rtii- 
due  of  the  term.  And  every  five  years,  four  months  at 
laaft  before  the  expiration  of  the  time  of  fervice  of  the 
members, of  council,  the  faid  houfe  fliall  nominate  tea 
perfons,  qualified  as  aforefaid,  and  return  their  names  to 
Congrefs;  five  of  whom  Congrefs  Ihall  appoint  and  com- 
liiillion  to  ferve  as  members  of  the  fcoimcil  fiveyears,  unlefs 
fooner  removed.  And  the  governor,  Itgillarive  council, 
and  houfe  of  reprefentatives,  fhall  have  authority  to  make 
laws,  in  all  cafes,  for  tha  goodgo\«rDment  of  the  diftridy 
not  repugnant  to  the  principles  and  articles  in  this  ordi- 
nance sltabliflied  arid  di-clared.  And  all  bills  having  pafl'ed 
by  a  mjijority  in  the  houfe,  and  by  a  majority  in  the  coun- 
cil, fhall  be  referred  to  the  governor  for  his  affent ;  but 
no  bill  or  legiflative  aft  Whatever,  ihall  be  of  any  force 
without  his  afTent.  The  governor  fhall  have  power  to 
convene,  prorogue  and  difToIve  the  general alTembly,  whea 
in  his  opinion  it  fl:all  be  expedient. 

The  governor,  judges,  legiflative  council,  fecretary,  and 
fuch  other  officers  a?  Congrefs  fhall  appoint  in  the  dillrid-, 
ihall  take  an  oath  or  affirmation  cf  fidelity,  and  of  office  ;  rhs 
governor  before  the  prefidenr  cf  Congrefs,  and  all  other 
officers  before  the  governor.  As  foon  a'^  a  leeiflature  fhalf 
be  formed  in  the  diihid,  the  council  and  houfe  afifembled, 
in  one  room,  fliall  have  authority,  by  joint  bailor,  toeled 
a  delegate  to  Congrefs,  who  fhall  have  a  feat  in  Congrefs, 
\<'ith  a  right  of  debating,  but  not  of  voting  during  this 
temporary  government. 

And  for  extending  the  fundamentalprinciples  of  civil  anJ 
religious  liberty,  whicii  form  the  balis  wh-reon  thefe  re- 
publics, their  laws  and  conflitution.  are  ereded  ;  to  fix 
find  elUblifh  thofe  principles  as  ihe  bafis  of  all  laws,  con- 
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ftitution^,  an'd  governments,  which  forevair  hereafter  flialt 
ba  formed  in  the  faid  territory  :  to  provide  alfo  for  the 

ertiblirhmenrot  flares,  and  permanent  government  therein, 
and  for  their  admiflion  to  afhare  in  the  federal  councils  on 
qn  equal  footing  with  the  original  ftates,  at  as  early  pe-» 
rJods  as  may  be  confillent  with  the  general  interell  : 

It  is  hereby  ordained  and  declared,  by  the  authority 
aforefaid.  That  the  following  articles  (hall  be  confidered 
as  articles  of  compad  between  the  original  Rates,  and 
ih;  people  and  Aatesin  the  faid  territory,  and  forever  re- 
main unalterable,  unlefs  by  common  confent,  to  wit  : 

Article  the  firft.  No  pevfon,  demeaning  himfelf  in  a 
peaceable  and  orderly  manner,  fhall  ever  be  molefted  on 
account  of  his  mode  of  worfiiip  or  religious  fentiments,  in 
the  faid  rerfitory. 

Article  the  fecond.     The  inhabitants  of  the  faid  terri- 
tory, fhall  always  be  entitled  to  the  b.nefitsof  the  writ  of 
habeas  corpus,  and  of  the  trial  by  jury  ;  of  a  proportion- 
ate reprefentation  oi- the  people  in  the  legiHature,  and  of 
judicial  proceedings  accordin?^  to  the  courfe  of  the  com- 
mon law.     All  perfons  (hall  be  bailaMe,  unlefs  for  capital 
off.-iic^s,  where  the  proof  fhall  be  evident,  or  the  pre- 
lumption  great.     All  fines  ihall  be  moderate  ;  and  no  cruel 
or   uriufual  punilhments  fhall  ba  inflicted.     No   man  fhall 
be  deprived  of  his  liberty  or  property,  but  bv  the  judg- 
ment of  his  peers,  or  the  law  of  the  land  ,  and  fliould  the 
public  exigencies  make  it  neceffary,  for  the  eommon  pre- 
fervation,  to  take  any  perfon*s  property,  or  to  demand  his 
particular  fervices,  full  sompenfation  fhall  be  made  for  the 
fame.     And  in  the  ju!l  prefervarion  of  rights  and  proJDer- 
ty,  it  is  underftood  and  declared,  that  no  law  ouj^ht  evef 
to  be  made,  or  have  force  in  the  faid  tetritory,  that  (hall 
in  any  manner  whatever  interfere  with,  or  aifed  private 
concra^Ss  or  engagements,  bona  fide,  and   without  fraud 
previoufly  formed. 

Article  the  third.  Religion,  morality  and  knowh-dge, 
being  necefl'ary  to  good  government  and  th;  happinels  of 
mankind,  fchoolsand  the  me^ns  of  education  fh:ill  forever 
be  encouraged.     The  utraolt  good  faith  (hall  always  hs 
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oWerVe^  towards  tlie  Indians  ;  their  laods  and  property 
fliall  never  be  taken  from  them  without  their  confent ;  and 
In  their  property,  rights  and  liberty,  ihey  never  fhali  bs 
invaded  or  difturbed,  unlefs  in  juit  and  lawiul  wars  autho- 
rlffed  by  Congrefs ;  bur  laws  founded  in  juRice  and  huma- 
nity fliall  from  time  to  timeba  mJ-de,  for  preventing  wrongs 
being  done  to  them,  and  lor  preferving  peace  and  friendfhip 
with  them. 

Article  the  fourth.  The  faid  territory,  and  the  flates 
which  may  be  formed  therein,  fhall  forever  remain  a  pare 
of  this  confederacy  of  the  United  States  ot  America,  fub- 
jei5t  to  the  articles  of  confederation,  and  to  fuch  alterations 
therein,  as  (hall  be  conftitutionally  made  ;  and  to  all  ths 
a(^s  and  ordinances  of  the  United  Sratci  in  Congrefs  af- 
fembled,  conformable  thereto.  The  inhabitants  and  fet- 
tlers  in  the  faid  territory,  fliall  be  fubjed  to  pay  a  part  of 
the  federal  debts,  conrradedor  to  be  contraded^  and  apro- 
ponicnal  prrt  of  the  cxpences  of  gov-w  menr,  to  be  ap- 
portioned en  them  by  Congrefs,  acc-^rding  to  the  fame 
common  rule  and  raeafure,  by  which  apponionments 
thereof  fhall  be  made  on  the  other  ilatts ;  and  the  raxes  for 
paying  their  proportion,  fliall  be  laid  and  levied  by  the  au- 
thority and  diredionof  the  legiflatuiesof  the  diRridordif- 
trids  or  new  ftates,  as  in  th-j  original  ilates,  within  iha 
time  agreed  upon  by  the  United  States  in  Congrefs  aiTem- 
bled.  The  legidaturcs  of  thofe  dilhids  nr  new  iU.tes,  Ihall 
never  interfere  with  the  primary  difpofal  of  the  foil  by  the 
United  State's  in  Congrefs  afl'embli-d,  nor  with  any  regula- 
tions Congrefs  may  find  neceffary  for  fecuring  the  tirle  in 
fuch  foil  to  the  bona  fide  purchafers.  No  tax  fliail  hi 
impofed  on  lands  the  property  of  the  Uni  edSrares;  ard  iri 
no  cafe  fhall  non-refident  proprietors  be  taxed  higher  thaa 
reHdents.  The  navigable  waters  leading  into  the^Miflifipp  i 
and  Sr.  Lawrence,  and  the  carrying  places  between  the 
fame,  fhall  b»  common  highways,  and  for^-ver  fr-.-e,  as 
well  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  (aid  rerriiory,  as  w  theci- 
ti?:ens  of  th'j  United  States,  and  thofe  of  any  othi-r  f^ates 
that  may  be  admitted  into  ih-^  confederacy,  without  ar  y 
tax,  import,  or  duty  therefor. 
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Article  the  fifth.  There  Ihall  be  formed  in  the  faid 
territory,  not  lefs  than  three,  nor  more  than  five  ftates; 
and  the  boundaries  of  the  ftates,  as  foon  as  Virginia  (hall 
alter  her  aft  of  celTion,  and  confent  to  the  fame,  fhall  be- 
come fixed  and  eftablifhed  as  follows,  to  wit  :  The  weftern 
fcatein  thefaid  territory,  fhall  be  bounded  by  the  Miffifippi, 
the  Ohio  and  Wabafh  rivers  ;  a  dired  line  drawn  from 
the  W'abalh  and  Poft  Vincents  due  north  to  the  territorial 
line  between  the  United  States  and  Canada ;  and  by  the 
faid  territorial  line  to  the  lake  of  the  Woods  and  MilTi- 
fippi.  The  middle  iVare  (hall  be  bounded  by  the  faid  di- 
red  line,  the  Wabaili  from  Pofi:  Vincents  to  the  Ohio  j  by 
the  Ohio,  by  a  dircd  line  drawn  due  north  from  the 
mouth  of  the  Great  Miami,  to  the  faid  territorial  line,  and 
by  the  faid  territorial  hire. -The  eaftern  fiate  fliall  be 
bounded  bythelafl:  mentioned  dired  line,  the  Ohio,  Penn- 
fylvania,  and  the  faid  territorial  line  :  provided  however^ 
and  it  is  further  underftood  and  declared,  that  the  boun- 
daries cf  thefe  three  liates,  Ihall  be  fubjeftfo  far  to  be  al- 
tered, that  if  Corgrefs  fliall  hereafter  find  it  expedient, 
they  fliall  have  authority  to  form  one  or  two  ftates  in  that 
part  of  the  faid  territory  which  lies  north  of  an  eaft  and 
weft  line  drawn  through  the  foutherly  bend  or  extreme  of 
lake  Michigan.  And  whenever  any  of  the  faid  ftates,  (hall 
liave  fixty  thoufand  free  inhabitants  therein,  fuch  ftate 
fhall  be  admitted,  by  its  delegates,  into  the  Congrefs  of 
the  United  States,  on  an  equal  footing  with  tH  original 
ftates,  in  all  refpeds  whatever ;  and  fhall  be  at  liberty  to 
form  a  permanent  conftitution  and  ftate  government :  pro- 
vided the  conftitution  and  government  fo  to  be  formed, 
fliall  be  republican,  and  in  conformity  to  the  principles 
contained  in  thefe  articles  ;  and  fofar  as  it  can  be  confif- 
tent  with  the  general  intereft  of  the  confederacy,  fuch  ad- 
miftion  fhall  be  allowed  at  an  earlier  period,  and  when  there 
may  be  a  lefs  number  of  free  inhabitants  in  the  ftate  thaa 
jfixty  thoufand. 

Article  the  fixth.  There  fhall  be  neither  (lavery  nor  in- 
voluntary fervirude  in  the  faid  territory,  otherwife  than 
in  the  punilhment  of  crimes,  whereof  the  party  ihall  have 
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been  duly  convii5led  :  provided  always,  that  any  perfoa 
efcaping  into  the  fame,  from  whom  labour  ot  fervice  is 
lawfully  claimed  in  any  one  of  the  original  iUtes,  fuch 
fugitive  may  be  lawfully  reclaimed,  and  conveyed  to  the, 
perfon  claiming  his  or  her  labour  or  fervice  as  aforefaid. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  authority  aforefaid,  That  therefc' 
lutions  of  the  23d  of  April,  1784,  relative  to  the  fubjcct 
©f  this  ordinance,  be,  and  the  fame  are  hereby  repealed 
and  declared  null  and  void.

ment of  one  year's  inter^^ft  on  thedomcftic  debt,  in  a  mode

Congrefs  afTembled Prefent  MafTachufetts,  New- 
York,  New-Jerfey,  Pennfylvania,  Delaware,  Y'lrginu, 
North-Carolina,  South-Carolina  and  Georgia. 

Congrefs  refumed  the  confideration  of  the  report  of  tlie 
committee  on  the  memorial  of  Samuel  Holden  Parfons,  and 
tl3.e  following  paragraph  being  under  debate,  viz. 

The  ftipulated  price  to  be  not  lefs  than  on  a  doII?.r  per 
acre,  for  all  the  land  contained  in  the  tratt,  exc^^ptirg 
the  relervation  and  gifts  aforefaid,  payable  in  fpecie, 
loan-office  certificates  reduced  to  fpecie  value,  or  certifi- 
cates of  liquidated  debts  of  the  United  States,  liable  to 
redudion,  by  an  allowance  for  bad  land,  and  all  inciden- 
tal cha^i^ges  and  circumftanccs  whatever  3  provided  that 
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fuch  allowance  ftall  not  exceed  in  the  whole^  one  third  o£. 
a  dollarper  acre. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Dane,  feconded  by  Mr*  Lee, 
to  amend  by  adding  the  words  following,  viz. 

And  in  making  payment,  the  principal  only  of  the  faii 
certificates  fhall  be  admitted  j  and  the  board  of  treafury, 
for  fuch  intereftas  may  be  due  on  the  certificates  rendered 
in  payment  as  aforefaid  prior  to  January  ift,  1786,  fhall; 
iffue  indents  for  intereft  to  the  poffeflbr,  which  fhall  be 
receivable  in  payment  as  other  indents  for  intereft  of  the 
exifting  requifitions  of  Congrefs :  and  for  fuch  intereft  as 
may  be  due  on  the  faid  certificates,  between  that  period, 
and  the  period  of  payment,  the  faid  board  fhall  ifTue  in-» 
dents,  the  payment  of  which  to  be  provided  for  in  future 
requifitions  or  otherwife.

WEDNESDAY,    July  18,  1787. 

Congrefs  aflembled— Piefent  as  yefterday. 

Oil  a  report  of  the  board  of  treafury,  to  whom  was  rB4 
ferred  a  letter  of  the  6th,  from  the  fecretary  at  war,  to- 
gether with  an  account  of  Mr.  Alexander  Droomgoole,  for 
expences  charged  by  him  againft  the  United  States,  for 
accompanying  certain  Indians  to  Philadelphia: 

Rejblvai,  That  Congrefs  approve  the  raeafures  taken 
by  the  fecretary  at  war  w'ith  refped  to  the  Indian  chiefs 
of  the  Cherokee,  Chaiftaw  and  Chickefaw  tribes,  ©n  their 
late  vifit  to  the  feat  of  Congrefs,  and  that  ihe  expences 
attending  the  fame  be  allowed. 

jRefolvedf  That  all  communications  to  theUnited  State* 
in  Congrefs,  from  the  Indian  tribes,  ought  to  be  made 
through  the  fupjrinrendaats  of  Indian  affairs. 

Ri'folvedf  That  if  any  trader  or  other  perfon,  fhal!, 
without  the  authority  of  the  faid  fuperintendants,  under- 
take to  condud  any  Indian  or  Indians  to  the  feat  o£ 
Congrefs,  he  fhall  be  refponfible  for  all  expences  which 
may  attend  the  fame :  and  further,  that  where  the  perfon 
fo  ading  as  a  condudor,  fliall  be  a  trader,  his  licenfe  to 
trade  with  thefaid  Indians  fl:all  become  forfeited,  and  the 
fame  fhall  at  no  time  thereafter  be  renewed, 

Refolved,  Thatthe  fuperintendants  of  Indian  affairs,  be 
inftruded  to  make  public  the  foregoing  refolutions,  and 
to  govern  themftlves  accordingly. 

On  a  report  from  the  fecret^ju  7  for  foreign  affairs,  to 
whom  was  referred  a  treaty  lately  concluded  with  the 
Emperor  of  Moiocco,  Congrefs  ratified  the  faicj  treaty 
in  the  manner  and  form  following. 

The  UNITED  STATES  of  AMERICA,  in  CONGRESS 

affemblod. 

To  all  who  fliall  fee  thefe  prefents,  greeting. 

WHEREAS  the  United  States  of  America  in  Con- 
grefs affembled,  by  their  coramillion,  bearing  date  the 
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twelfth  day  of  May,  one  thoufand  feven  hundred  and 
*ighty-four,  thought  proper  to  conftitute  John  Adamsj 
Benjamin  Franklin,  and  Thomas  JefFerfon,  their  minifters 
plenipotentiary,  giving  to  them,  or  a  majority  of  them, 
full  power*  to  confer,  treat  and  negociate  with  the  am- 
baffador,  minirter  or  c.ommiffionerof  his  majefty  the  empe- 
ror of  Morocco,  concerning  a  treaty  of  amity  and  com- 
merce, to  make  and  receive  propofitions  for  fuch  treaty, 
and  to  conclude  and  fign  the  fame,  tranfmitting  it  ro  the 
United  States  in  Congrefs  aflembled,  for  their  final  rati- 
fication. 

And  by  one  other  comraillion,  bearing  date  the  clcventti 
day  of  March,  one  thoufand  feven  hundred  and  eighty- 
five  did  farther  empower  the  faid  minifters  plenipotentiary, 
or  a  majority  of  them,  by  writing  under  their  hands  and 
feals,  to  appoint  fuch  agent  in  the  faid  bufinefs  as  they 
might  think  proper,  with  authority  under  the  directions 
and  inflruftionsof  the  faidminillers,  to  commence  and  pro- 
fecute  the  faid  negociations  and  conferences  for  the  faid 
treaty  ;  provided  that  the  faid  treaty  fhould  be  figned  by 
the  faid  minifters :  And  whereas  the  faid  John  Adams  and 
Thomas  Jefferfon,  two  of  the  faid  roinifter?  plenipotenti- 
ary, (the  faid  Benjan-jn  Franklin  being  abfent)  by  wri- 
ting, under  the  hand  and  feal  of  the  faid  John  Adams,^at 
London,  0<ftober  the  fifth,  one  thoufand  feven  hundred 
and  eighty-five,  and  of  the  faid  Thomas  Jefferfon,  at  Paris, 
0<?tober  the  eleventh,  of  the  fame  year,  did  appoint  Tho- 
mas Barclay,  agent  in  the  bufinefs  aforefaid,  giving  him 
the  powers  therein,  which  by  the  faid  fecond  coramiflion 
they  were  authorifed  to  give  ;  and  the  faid  Thomas  Bar- 
clay in  purfuance  thereof,  hath  arranged  articles  for  a 
treaty  of  amity  and  commerce  between  the  United  States 
of  America,  and  his  majefly  the  Emperor  of  Morocco; 
which  articles,  written  in  the  Arabic  language,  confirm- 
ed by  his  faid  majefty  the  Emperor  of  Morocco,  and  feal- 
ed  with  his  royal  feal,  being  tranllated  into  the  language 
of  the  faid  United  States  of  America,  together  with  the  at- 
teftations  thereto  annexed,  are  in  the  following  words  ro 
wit. 

la 
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In  the  Name  of  Almighty  God. 
THIS  is  a  treaty  of"  p.^acs  and  fiicn.iihip  eflablilTieube- 
twee.i  us  and  the  United  States  of  America,  whicii  is  coa- 
firmed,  and  which  we  have  ordered  to  be  written  in  this 
book,  and  fealed  with  our  royal  Teal,  at  our  court  of 
Morocco,  on  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  the  blefl'ed  month  of 
Shaban,  in  the  year  one  thouiand  two  hundred,  trufting 
in  God  it  will  remain  permanentj 

I.  We  declare,  that  both  parties  have  agreed,  that  this 
treaty,  fconnfting  of  twenty-ave  articles,  i4)all  be  inferted 
In  ti)is  boo!<,  and  delivered  to  the  honorable  Thomas  Bar- 
clay, the  agent  of  the  United  v?tates  now  at  our  courr^ 
with  whofe  approbation  it  has  been  made,  and  who  is  duly 
nuthorifed  on  their  part,  to  treat  with  us  concerning  all 
the  matte'rs  contained  therein. 

II.  If  either  of  the  parties  fliall  be  at  War  withany 
nation  whatever,  tht:  other  party  (hall  not  rake  a  com- 
inifTion  from  the  e.nemyj  nor  ^.ghz  undei"  their  colours. 

III.  If  either  of  the  parties  ihall  be  at  war  with  any 
nation  whatever,  iind  take  a  pri^e  belonging  to  than  na- 
tion, and  there  fha!l  be  found  on  bo?.rd,  fubjeds  or  cfFecls 
fcelonging  to  either  of  the  parries,  the  fubjeLiS  fhall  be  fet 
at  liberty,  and  the  effects  returned  to  the  owners.  And  if 
any  goods  belonging  to  any  nation,  with  whom  either  of 
the  parties  iliall  be  at  war,  fhall  be  baded  on  veffels  be- 
longing to  the  other  party,  they  (hall  pafs  free  and  unrno- 
Isfted,  without  any  attempt  being  made  to  take  or  dstaia 
them. 

IV.  A  fignal  or  pafs  /hall  be  given  to  all  veffels  beloHg- 
ing  to  both  parties,  by  which  ihey  are  to  be- known  when 
they  meet  at  fea  ;  and  if  the  commander  of  a  (hip  of  war 
of  either  party  (JTall  have  other  (hips  under  his  convoy, 
the  declaration  of  the  commander  (hall  alone  be  fuilicienc 
to  exempt  any  of  them  from  exam/nation. 

V.  If  either  of  the  parties  (hall  be  at  war,  and  (hall 
meet  a  vefTcl  at  fea  belonging  to  the  other,  i:  is  agreed 
that  if  an  examijiution  is  to  be  made,  it  (liall  be  done  by 
fending  a  boat  with  two  or  three  men  only;  and  if  any 
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gun  fliall  be  fired  and  injury  done  without  reafon,  the 
cife  iciinp  party  fhall  raaVeffOOtl  all  damages. 

VI.  If  any  Moor  fliall  bring  citizens  of  the  United 
States,  or  their  efTeds,  to  his  majeOy,  the  citizens  fhall 
immediately  be  fet  at  liberty,  and  the  effedsreftored  ;  and 
in  Yikt  manner,  if  any  Moor,  not  a  fubjed  of  thefe  domi- 
nions, (hall  make  prize  of  any  of  the  citizens  of  America, 
or  their  effects,  and  brint?  them  'mro  any  of  the  ports  of  his 
rnajefty,  they  fhall  be  immediately  releafed.  as  they  will 
then  be  conficiereci  as  under  his  majefty's  proteftion, 

VII.  If  any  vefTel  of  either  party,  (hall  put  into  a  port 
of  the  other,  and  have  occafion  for  provifions  or  other  fup- 
pHes  they  Ihall  be  furnilhed  without  any  interruption  oi 
molertation. 

VIII.  If  any  velTel  of  the  United  States,  fiiallmeet  with 
a  difafter  atfea,  and  put  into  one  of  our  ports  to  repair, 
flie  /hall  be  at  liberty  to  land,  and  reload  her  cargo,  with- 
out paying  any  duty  whatever. 

IX.  If  any  vefTel  of  the  United  States,  fliall  be  cafl;  an 
fhore  on  any  part  of  our  coafts,  flie  fhall  remain  at  the 
difpofition  of  the  owners,  and  no  one  fhall  attempt  going 
near  her,  without  their  approbation,  asfiieis  then  confi- 
dered  particularly  under  our  proteftion  :  and  if  any  vefTel 
of  the  United  States,  fliall  be  forced  to  put  into  our  ports, 
by  ftrefs  of  weather,  or  otherwife,  fhe  fhall  not  be  com- 
pelled to  land  her  cargo,  but  fhall  remain  in  tranquilityj 
until  the  commander  fhall  think  proper  to  proceed  on  his 
voyage. 

X.  Ixaay  vefTel,  of  either  of  the  parties,  fhall  have  an  en- 
gagement with  a  vtfiel  belonging  to  any  of  the  Chriftian 
powers,  within  gun  fhot  of  the  forts  of  the  other,  the  vefTel 
fo  engaged,  fhali  be  defended  and  proteded  asmuch  aspofE- 
bie,  until  fire  is  in  fafety  :  and  if  anv  American  vefTel  fhalt 
be  caft  on  fhore,  on  the  coafl  of  Wadaoon,  or  any  coafl 
thereabout,  thepeople  belonging  to  her,  fhall  be  proteAed 
and  alTifted,  until,  by  the  help  of  God,  they  fhall  befenC 
to  their  country. 

XI.  If  we  fhall  be  at  war  with  any  Chriftian  power, 
aad  any  of  our  vdfels  fail  from  the  ports  of  the  United 

States, 
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States,  no  veflel  belongiug  tothe  enemy,  fliall  follow  un- 
til twenty-four  hours  after  the  departure  of  our  velT^ls  : 
And  the  fame  rjpulation  fliall  be  obfcrved  towards  the 
American  vefTels  failing  from  our  ports,  be  their  enemies 
Moors  or  Chriftians. 

XII.  If  any  fhip  of  war  bslongingto  the  United  States, 
fhaJI  put  into  any  of  our  ports,  fhe  fiuill  nor  be  examined 
on  any  pretence  whatever,  even  thou^^h  fhe  fhould  have 
fugitive  flaves  on  board  ;  nor  (hall  the  governor  or  com- 
mander of  the  place,  compel  them  to  be  b.ougb.t  on  (hore 
cn  any  pretext,  aor  require  any  payment  forth.-m. 

XIII.  If  a  Oiip  of  war  of  either  party,  ftall  put  into  a 
port  of  the  other  and  falute,  it  fliall  be  rw^turned  irom  the 
fort  with  an  etjual  number  of  gUns,  not  with  more  or 
lefs, 

XIV.  The  comra$rce  with  the  United  States,  fhall  be  on 
the  fame  footing  as  'is  the  commerce  wiih  Spain,  or  as 
that  with  the  moll  favored  nation  i'ot  the  time  being  c  and 
their  citizens  fhall  be  refpeded  andti^eemed,  and  haveiull 
liberty  ro  pafs  and  repafs  our  country  and  feaports  when- 
ever they  pleafe,  without  interruption. 

XV.  Merchants  of  both  coiintii'.b  fnall  employ  only 
fuch  interpreters,  and  fuch  oth.-r  perfons  to  aiTilt  them 
in  their  bufinefs,  as  they  Qiall  think  prope;.  No  com- 
mander of  a  vciTel  /hall  tranfport  his  cargo  on  board  ano- 
tjier  vefTel;  he  fliall  not  be  detained  in  port  longer  thaa 
he  may  think  proper  •  and  ail  perfans  employed  in  load- 
ing or  unloading  goods,  or  in  any  oth.-r  la.buor  whatever, 
fcallbe  paid  at  the  cuftomary  rates,  not  n^ore  and  not  lefs. 

XVI.  In  cafe  of  a  war  between  the  parties,  the  pri- 
foners  are  not  to  be  made  flaves,  but  to  be  exchanged  one 
for  another,  captain  for  captain,  officer  for  otp.ce  ,  and 
one  privat-e  man  for  another  :  and  if  there  lllal)  prove  a  de- 
fi  iency  on  either  fide,  it  fhall  be  m^ade  up  by.  the  payment 
of  one  hundred  Mexican  dollars,  for  each  perfon  ".anting. 
And  it  is  agreed  that  all  prifoners  fiiall  be  exchanged  in 
twelve  months  from  the  time  of  their  being  t.>ken,  and 
that  this  exchange  may  be  efTe^fted  by  a  meichant,  or  any 
Other  perfoa  authoiifed  by  either  of  the  parties. 
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XVIL  Merchants  fhall  not  be  compelkd  to  buy  or  fell 
any  kind  of  goods  but  fuch  as  they  fhall  think  proper;  and 
may  buy  and  fell  all  forts  of  merchandife  but  fuch  as  ar« 
are  prohibited  to  the  other  Chriftiau  nations. 

XVIII.  All  goods  (hall  be  weighed  and  examined  before 
they  are  fent  on  board,  and  to  avoid  all  detention  of  yef* 
fels,  no  esamination  (hall  afterwards  be  made,  unlefs  it 
fhall  firftbe  proved,  that  contraband  goods  have  been  fent 
on  board,  in  which  cafe  the  perfons  who  rook  the  con- 
traband goods  on  board  fiiall  bepunifhed  according  to  the 
ufage  and  cuftom  of  the  country,  and  no  other  perfon 
whatever  fhall  be  injured,  nor  fiiall  the  fliip  oi  cargo  incur 
any  penalty  or  damage  whatever. 

XIX.  No  veffel  fhall  be  detained  in  port  on  any  pre- 
tence whatever,  nor  be  obliged  to  take  on  board  any  air- 
ticle  without  the  confent  of  the  commander,  who  fhall  be 
at  full  liberty  to  agree  fox  the  freight  o^  any  goods  h% 
takes  on  board. 

XX.  If  any  of  the  citizens  of  the  United  States,  or  a- 
ny  perfons  under  their  prote<^ion,  fhall  have  any  difputes 
with  eachoiher>  the  Conful  iliall  decide  between  the  par- 
ties, and  whenever  the  Conful  fhall  require  any  aid,  or 
afTiftance  from  our  governnr.ent  to  enforce  his  deciilons,  it 
Hiaii  be  immediately  granted  to  him. 

XXI.  If  a  citizen  of  the  United  States  fhould  kill  or 
Wound  a  Moor,  or  on  the  contrary,  if  a  Moor  (hall  kill 
or  wound  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  the  law  of  the 
country  fhall  take  place,  and  equal  juftice  fiiall  be  render-^ 
ed,  the  Conful  alTifiing  at  the  trial,  a'-dif  any  delinquent 
fiia!!  make  his  efcape,  the  Conful  (hall  not  be  anfwerable.

That  the  faid  papers  relerrcd  to  iheni 
ftate,  firfi,  that  certain  encroachments  are  made  oa  the 
lands  of  the  Creek  and  Cherokee  nations,  by  ilie  people  of 
Georgia  and  North-Carolina.  •S'cco/zj/y,  That  there  is  no 
regular  trade  between  our  citizens  and  thelndian  nations 
in  that  department,  by  which  thofe  nations  can  obtain  a 
certain  fupply  of  goods,  arms,  &:c.  that  thefe  nations  wifli 
to  have  conne.ftions  with  the  United  Srates  only  j  that 
their  nsccflities,  however,  are  fuch,  that  if  they  cannot 

be 
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be  re^-ularly  fupplied  by  ciir  traders,  th oy  rauft  lillen  to 
rherep£rar:d  iavitations  mad^  them  to  turn  their  trade  to^ 
snd  ro  reekfupplies  from  another  quarter.  That  the  faid 
motion,  arnorijc;  other  things,  Hates,  that  there  is  reafon 
to  apprehend  ihj  Creek  Indians  are  meditating  a  ferious 
blow  againft  the  inhabitants  of  Georgia  ;  and  propofes, 
that  it  be  recommended  to  that  ftate  to  ufe  every  poflible 
means  to  preferve  peace  between  her  citizens  ana  thofe  ' 
Indians;  and  that  Congrefs  rcfolve,  they  are  bound  to 
draw  forth  a  fufficient  nunriber  of  tlie  forces  of  the  Union 
to  pLini&any  nation  or  tribe  of  Indians  that  Hiall  attempt 
to  mal?e  war  on  either  of  the  Uniteci  States,  by  attacking 
or  killing  any  of  their  citizens.  On  ihefe  fubjeds  this 
committee  obferve,  that  the  encroachments  complained  of 
appear  to  demand  the  ferious  attention  of  Congrefs,  as 
•vveil  becaufe  they  may  be  unjuftifiable,  as  on  account  of 
their  tendency  to  produce  all  the  evils  of  a  general  Indian 
\varon  the  frontiers.  The  committee  are  convinced  that 
s  ftrict  enquiry  into  the  caufes  and  circumftances  of  the 
hoftilitiesofcen  committed  in  and  near  the  frontier  fettle- 
ments,  ought  to  be  made;  that  it  is  become  neceffary  fof 
government  to  be  explicit  and  decifive  ;  and  to  fee  that 
imparti;)!  jullice  is  done  between  the  parties  :  that  juftiee 
and  policy,  as  well  as  the  true  intereils  of  our  citizens, 
evince  the  propriety  of  promoting  peace  and  a  free  trade 
between  them  and  the  Indians.  Various  circumftances 
fht^w  that  the  Indians  in  general,  within  the  United  States, 
Vv^ant  only  to  enjoy  their  lands  without  interruption,  and 
to  have  their  necefiicies  regularly  fupplied  by  our  tra- 
ders, and  could  thefe  objects  be  affected,  no  other  meafures 
would,  probably,  be  neceflaxy  for  fecuring  peace,  and  a 
profitable  trade  with  thofe  Indians.  The  committee  are 
not  informed  what  meafures  have  been  adopted  by  tltC 
f uperinterdants  to  promote  a  regular  trade  between  our 
people  and  the  Indian  nations,  or  for  preventing  intrufi- 
or.s  upon  the  lands  of  the  latter,  feveral  tribes  complain 
that  their  land  is  taken  from  them,  and  that  they  fuffer 
very  much  for  wawt  of  fuch  trade-  As  information  rela- 
tive to  thefe  f  ubje«^s  muft,  principally  come  from  the  fron- 
tier 
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'lier  fettlers,  the  iHdians  and  traders  refiding  among  them  ; 
Iha  committee  are  fenfible  that  fatftscinnot  always  be  well 
iifcertained  ;  but  in  the  prefent  cafe,  there  is  fufficienc 
evidence  to  (hew  that  thofe  tribes  do  not  complain  altoge- 
ther without  caufe.  An  aviticious  difpofition  in  fomeof 
bur  people  to  acquire  lar^e  trads  of  land,  and  often  by 
unfair  means,  appears  to  be  the  principal  fource  of  dif- 
ficulties with  the  Indianst  There  can  be  no  doubt  that 
fettlements  are  made  by  our  people  on  the  lands  fecureil 
to  the  Cherokees,  by  the  late  treaty  between  them  and 
the  United  States;  and  alfo  on  lands  near  the  Oconee, 
claimed  by  t>je  Creeks  ;  various  pretences  feem  to  be  fee 
up  by  the  wliite  people  for  making  thofe  fettlements, 
which  the  Indians,  tenacious  of  thaJr  rights,  appear  to  ba 
determined  to  ojipofe.  Firom  thefe  contrary  claims,  diffi- 
culties arife  which  are  not  eafily  removed.  The  refpec- 
tive  titles  cannot  readily  be  invelligated  ;  but  there  is 
another  circumliance  far  mote  embarraiUng,  arid  that  is, 
the  claufe  in  the  confederation  relative  to  managing  all  af- 
fairs with  the  Indians,  &C.  is  differently  confltued  by 
Congrefs  and  the  two  ftates  within  wliofe  limits  the  faid 
tribes  aad  difputed  lands  are.  The  conftrudion  contended 
for  by  thofe  itates,  if  right,  appears  to  the  committee,  to 
leave  the  federal  powers,  in  this  cafe,  a  mere  nullity  ;  and 
to  make  it  totally  uncertain  6n  what  principle  Congrefs 
is  to  interfere  between  them  and  the  faid  tribes  :  The 
ftatet  not  only  contend  for  this  conftrudion,  bilthave  ac- 
tually piirfued  meafuSres  in  conformity  to  it.  North  Ca- 
rolina has  undertaken  to  affisn  land  to  the  Cherokees,  and 
Georgia  has  proceeded  to  treat  with  the  Creeks  concern- 
ing prace,  lands,  and  the  objects  ufually  the  principal 
ones  in  almoil  every  treaty  with  the  Indians.  This  con- 
ftrudion appears  to  the  committee  not  only  to  be  produc- 
tive of  confufion,  difputes,  iind  embarraffments  in  manag- 
ing affairs  with  the  independent  tribes  within  the  limits 
of  the  (lates,  but  by  no  means  the  true  one.    The  claufe 

referred  to  is, "  Congrefs  fliall  have  the   fole  and  ex- 

clufive  right  and  power  oFregulating  the  trade  and  manag- 
ing 
O 
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ing  all  affairs  with  the  Indians,  not  members  of  any  of  the 
ftates ;  provided  that  the  legiflative  right  of  any  Rzte^ 
within  its  own  limits*  be  not  infringed  or  violated.'*  In 
forming  this  claufe,  the  parties  to  the  federal  compaft, 
muft  have  had  fome  definite  objefts  in  view  ;  the  objedt 
that  come  into  view,  principally,  in  forming  treaties  or 
managing  afifairs  with  the  Indians,  had  been  long  under- 
ftood,  and  pretty  well  afcertalned  in  this  country.^  The 
committee  conceive  that  it  has  been  long  the  opinion  of 
the  country,  fupported  by  juftice  and  humanity,  that  the 
Indians  have  juft  claims  to  all  lands  occupied  by,  and  not 
fairly  purchafed  from  them  ;  and  that  in  managing  af- 
fairs with  them,  the  principal  objeds  have  been  thofe  of 
xnaking  war  and  peace.  pUrchaling  certain  traSs  of  their 
land?,  fixing  theboundaries  between  them  and  our  people, 
and  preventing  the  latter  fettling  on  lands  left  in  poffef- 
fiOD  of  the  former.  The  powers  necefTary  to  thefe  ob- 
jeds  appear  to  the  committee  to  be  indivifible,  and  that  thg 
parties  to  the  confederation  muft  have  intended  to  giv« 
them  entire  to  the  union,  or  to  have  given  them  entire  to 

the  ftate  ; Thefe  powers  before  the  revolution    were 

pofTefTed  by  the  king,  and  exercifed  by  him,  nor  did  they 
interfere  with  the  legiflative  right  of  the  colony  withm 
its  limits  J  this  diftindion  which  was  then,  and  may  be 
now  taken,  niay  perhaps  ferve  to  explain  the  provifo,  part 
of  the  recited  claufe.  The  laws  of  the  ftate  can  have  no 
effed  upon  atribe  of  Indians,  or  their  lands,  within  the  li- 
mits of  the  ftate,  fo  long  as  that  tribe  is  independent,  and 
not  a  member  of  the  ftate,  yet  the  laws  of  the  ftate  may  be 
executed  upon  debtors,  criminals,  and  other  proper  ob- 
jeds  of  thofe  laws,  in  all  parts  of  it ;  and  therefore  the 
union  may  make  ftipulations  with  any  fuch  tribe,  fecure 
it  in  the  enjoyment  of  all  or  part  of  its  lands,  without  in- 
fringing upon  the  legiflative  right  in  queftion.  It  cannot 
be  fuppofed  the  ftate  has  the  powers  mentioned,  without 
making  the  recited  claufe  ufelefs,  and  without  abfurdity 
in  theory  as  well  as  in  pradice  ;  for  the  Indian  tribes  are 
juftly  confidered  the  common  friends  or  enemies  of  the 
United  States,  and  no  particular  ftate  can  have  an  exclu- 

llvc 
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five  intereft  in  the  management  of  affairs  with  any  of  the 
tribes,  except  in  feme  uncommon  cafes.  The  committee 
find  it  difficult  to  reconcile  the  faid  conftru6ion  of  the  re** 
cited  claufe  made  by  the  two  ftates,  and  their  proceed- 
ings before  mentioned,  efpecially  thofe  of  Georgia,  with 
what  they  conceive  to  be  the  intentions  of  thofe  who 
made  the  faid  motion — for  the  committee  prtfume  that 
the  dele^rates  of  Georgia  do  not  mean  that  Congrefv  is 
bound  ro  fend  their  forces  to  puniOi  fuch  nations  as  the 
ilate  ftiall  name,  to  ad  in  aid  of  the  flats  anhority;  to 
fend  her  forces  and  recal  them  as  fhe  (hall  fee  fit,  to  make 
war  or  peace  ;  fuch  an  idea  cannot  be  confiftent  with  the 
dignity  of  the  union,  and  the  principles  of  the  federal 
compact.  But  the  committee  conceive  that  it  is  the  opi-» 
nion  of  the  honorable  movers,  and  alfo  the  general  opini- 
on, that  all  wars  and  hoflile  meafures  againTt  the  Crseks, 
or  any  other  independent  tribe  of  Indians,  oupht  to  be 
conduced  under  the  authority  of  the  union,  at  Jeaft  where 
the  forces  of  the  union  are  employed,  that  the  power  to 
:ondu(fl  a  war  clearly  implies  the  power  to  examine  into 
the  jurtice  of  the  war,  to  make  peace,  and  acjuft  the  terms. 
>fit;  and  that,  therefore,  the  terms  or  words  of  the  faid 
notion,  if  it  be  adopted  by  Congrefsat  all,  murt  be  varied 
iccordingly.  But  whatever  may  be  the  true  confiruction 
>f  the  recited  claufe,  the  committee  are  perfuadcd  that  it 
Duft  be  impradicableto  manage  affairs  with  the  Indians 
vithin  the  limits  of  the  two  flates,  folong  as  they  adhere 
o  the  opinions  and  meafures  they  feem  ta  have  adopted. 
The  difficulties,  in  fad,  exii>  ;  the  ftates  tKink  it  is  their 
luty  to  countered  the  powers  of  Con grefs,  when  carried, 
n  condiiding  affairs  with  thofe  Indians,  beyond  thofe 
larrow  limits  which  the  faid  fiates  piefcnbe —  the  quef- 
ion  therefore  is,  how  (hail  thefe  difficulties  be  avoided  in 
.  manner  moft  agreeable  to  both  Congrefs  and  the  flares  ? 

The  committee  difcern   but  two  ways   rradicable; 

he  one  is  for  the  two  flares  to  make  liberal  ceilions  of 
srritory  to  rhe  United  States — the  other  is,  for  thofe 
:at«  to  accede  to  Congrefs's  managing,  cxclu lively,  all 
fairs  with  the  Cheiokees,  Creeks,  and  other  independent 

trib?4 
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tribes  within  the  limits  of  the  faid  ftates,  fo  that  Con^'' 
grefs,  in  eijher  eafe,  njay  have  the  acknowledged  poweij 
of  regulating  trade,  and  making  treaties  withthoCe  tribes^ 
and  of  preventing  on  their  lands,  the  intrufions  of  the, 
white  people.  That  of  making  liberal  cefilons  of  territory, 
all  things  confidered,  appears  to  be  the  moft  eligible,  and 
likely  to  meet  the  approbation  of  the  two  Itates-  fe- 

veral  circumftances  induce  th^ committee  to  think  this  iha 
beft  mode  ;  they  pierume  the  two  ftates  will  aft  on  libe- 
ral principles,  and  adopt  meafures  founded  ia  found  poli- 
cy, and  calculated  to  promote  the  national  intereft, — they 
will  confider  tha,t  the  lands  propqfed  to  be  ceded,  were, 
arrefted  from  Great- Britain  by  the  common   exertions  of, 
the  confederacy  ,  and  that  other  ftates  have  ceded  lands, 
fo  the  union  in  a  firailar  fttuation,  which  are  now  felling, 
for  the  common  benefit  of  ail  the  ftates.     The  committee. 
conceive  that  feveral  other  confiderations  cannot  efcape. 
the  obfervation  of  the  two  ftates,  which  may  be  urged  in 
favor  of  the  ceftions  ;  among.oihet  things  of  imporiance  to. 
thofe  ftates,  as  well  as  to  the  union,  niuftbe  the  advanta- 
ges arifing  from  putting  the  management  of  Indian  afFair» 
into  the  hands  ot  Congrefs  alone,  and  preventing  irregular 
and  difperfed  fettlements  on  the  lands  propofed  to  be  ce- 
ded.    The  committee  believe  th^t  the  two  ftates,  upon 
re-confidering  the  fubjeft,  will  be  difpofed  to  follow  the 
liberal  examples  of  the  other  ftates  in  a  firoilar  fituation, 
and  efpecially,  as  it  will  probably  appear  to  the  two  .ftates, 
that  by  making  the  propofed  ceffipns,  thofe  difficulties 
they  now  experience,  will  be  removed,  that  is,  the  con- 
troverfies  refpeding  Indian  affairs,    and  thofe  difperfed 
fettlements  which  tend  to    render   the  governments  week  • 
and  feeble,  and  to  produce  expenfive  and  calamitous  wars 
wiih  rhe  Indians.     The  committee  further  obferve  on  the 
fubjetts  referred  to  them,  that  it  is  probable  the  Indians  in 
the  fouthern  department  will  turn  their  trade  to  Florida, 
unlefk  regularly  fupplied  by  our  citizens  and  traders ;  and 
that  the  attention  o\  thefuperintendant  in  that  department 
ought  to  be  feafonably  direfted  to  the  encouragement   and 
promotion  of  a  regular  trade  becweea  our  citizens  and  thofe 

Indians 
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Indians.  That  the  difpute  between  Georgia  and  t'hc  Creels 
is  becom-i  fo  ferious,  that  it  is  probable  a  war  will  cnfut, 
and  the  inr2rf.it escecf  the  uiiion  become  necen"ary,unLis 
early  raeafures  be  adopted  for  fettling  tlie  co^jtrovvrfy  re- 
fpe<aiag  ibe  faid  Oconee  lands;  the  con^nuttee  thii:k.,^ 
therefore,  that  it  fhould  be  recomipended  to  that  Hate,  to, 
\i{^  allpofhbL-  means  for  prererving  pea(;e  with  the  Cret-ks, 
and  that  they  and  the  Cherokees  be  informed,  that  Con-' 
grefs  are  purfui.ng  meafurcs  for  adjullii.g  a!,!  difpute;-  about 

their  lands., That  Geoi-giabe  informed   tJiat   Cor.or.fs, 

confider  the  union  bpund  By  the  federal  compad  to  pro- 
ted  every  part  of  the  nation,  as  W'fcil  apa^nR;  rh;  ur.jiirl 
and  unprovoked  attacks  of  the  indeper.dtni  tribes  of  Indi- 
ans within  the  United  States, as  a.cjaiinfl  foreign  powers-— 
that  Congrefs,  however-  can  never  enr.plcy  !;he  fcj.ess  qJ 
the  union  in  any  caufe,  the  juftice..  of  v^.  hich  they  are  rot 
fully  informed  a!'d  cqpvinced,  nor  cor iV. tut: oral ly  inter- 
fere in  behalf  oi"  the  flate  a;;ainft  any  fiich  ii.deptndpis 
tribe,  but  on  the  principle  that  Cor,f;refs  fhalT  have  the 
foledireciion  of  the  waj;-,  and  the  fetrjing  of  aji  the  rein;si 

of  peace  with  fuch  India.n  tribe. Wh^reupop.  the  cr.  ni- 

mittee  fug^t^ft  the  following  refolurions  :  Rtfch'cd',  ITiat' 
it  be,  and  it  hereby  is  earnedly  recornirendcc  ro  the  Pates 
of  North-Carolina  and  Georgia,  rtfpedivtly,  to  jpake  11;-.

his  department,  that  Gongsrefs  is  always  difpofed  to  hear 
their  cotnplain.ts,  which  muft  be  made  through  thefuper-. 
intendant,  to  redrefs.  their  grievances,  and  to  preferve 
peace  and  lafting  friendfliip  with,  them  j  and  that  he  be 
direded  to  report  the  meafurf  s  that  have  been  adopted  fo^ 
fupplying  thofe  Indians  with  raerchandife.

South-Carolina  and  Georgia, concluded  at  BeaUfort  in  the 
iitite  of  South  Xarolina,  on  the  twenty  eighth  day  of 
April,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thoufand  feven  hun- 
<]red  anieighty-fev'in,  and  in  rhe  eleventh  year  of  the  in-* 
tl.'peidence  of  the  United  States  of  America  i — to  all 
t)  whom  thof^  p.efents  fhall  CDme,  the  underwritrea 
CharLs  Cotefworth  Pinckney,  Andrew  Pickens,  and  Pierce 
Butler,  efquirjs,  cotnmi/fioners  appointed  by  the  ftafe  6t 
South-Caro  inaof  theone  pa  t,  and  the  underwritten  John 
Hab:-rfham,  and  Lachlan  M  Intofh,  efquirer,  a  majority  of 
the  commiflioners  appointed  by  the  ftate  of  Georgia,  of  the 
o:her  part,  fend  greeiing-^ -whereas  the  ftate  of  South- 
Carolina  did  heretofore  prefent  a  petition  to  the  United 
States  in  Congrefs  affembled,  and  did  therein  fet  forth, 
thatadifpute  and  difference  had  arifen  and  fubfifted  be- 
tween the  ftates  of  South-Carolina  and  Georgia,  concern-* 
ing  boundaries  ;  the  faid  itates  claiming  refpcdively  the 
fame  territories,  and  that  the  cafe  and  claim  of  the  ftate 
of  South  Carolina  was  as  follows,  that  is  to  fay, — 
*'  Charles  the  fecond,  king  of  Great-Britain,  by  charter, 
dated  the  twenty-fourth  day  of  March,  in  the  fifteenth 
year  of  his  reign,  granted  to  eight  perfons  therein  named^ 
as  lords  proprietors  thereof,  all  the  lands  lying  and  being 
within  his  dominions  of  America,  between  thirty-one  and 
thirty-fix  degrees  of  north  latitude,  in  a  direct  weft  line  ta 
the  South  Seas,  ftiling  the  lands  fo  defcribed,  the  Province 
of  Carolina.  That  0:1  the  thirtieth  day  of  June,  in  the 
feventeenth  year  of  his  reign,  the  faid  king  granted  to  the- 
(aid  lords  propriecors    a  fecond  charier,    enlarging  the 

bounds 
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♦ 
Ijou'vjs  of  Carolina,  viz.  from  twenty-nine  degrees  of 
north  htitudL%  to  thirty-fix  dagrees  thirty  minutes,  and 
'from  thofe  poi  us  on  tliefea  coall  weft,iu  adireit  line  to 
che  vSouth  Seas.  That  feven  of  the  faid  proprietors  of 
Carolina  fold  and  furrendered  to  G^acrr^ethe  fecond,  late 
king  of  Great-Britain,  all  their  title  and  intereft  to  the 
Taid  province  ;  and  the  (hare  of  the  remaining  proprietor 
was  r;;parated  from  the  king's,  and  allotted  to  him  in  the 
north  part  of  North-Carolina,  that  Carolina  wai  after- 
wards divided  into  two  provinces,  called  North  and  South 
Carolina.  That  by  a  charter  dated  the  ninth  day  of  June, 
one  thoufand  feven  hundred  and  thirty-two,  George  tiie 
■fecond,  king  of  Great-Britain,  granted  to  certain  perfons 
therein  named,  all  the  lands  lying  between  the  rivers  Sa- 
Vannah  and  -Vlaramaha,  and  between  lines  to  be  drawn 
from  ths  heads  of  thofe  rivers  refpeftively,  to  the  South 
Sea,  and  lliled  th*  faid  colony,  Georgia.  That  by  the 
treaty  of  peace  concluded  at  Paris,  on  the  tenth  day  of 
February,  one  thoufand  feven  hundred  and  fixty-rhree, 
the  river  MilTifippi  was  declared  to  be  the  weftern  bounda-- 
ry  of  the  North-American  colonies  ;  that  the  governor  of 
South  Carolina,  in  the  year  oae  thoufjnd  {even  hundred 
and  fixcy-two,  conceiving  that  the  lands  to  the  fouthwa?(i 
of  theAlatamaha  {till  belonged  to  South  Carolina,  granted 
jfoveral  trads  of  the  faid  lands.  That  the.  governn'er.t  of 
Georgia  complained  to  the  king  of  Great-Britain,  refpec- 
ting  thofe  grants,  as  being  for  lands  within  its  limits,  aad 
thereupon  his  majef^y,  by  proclamation  dated  the  feventh 
'day  of  October,  one  thoufand  feven  hundred  and  fixcy- 
tht'.-e,  annexed  to  Georgia,  all  the  lands  lying  between 
the  rivers  Alatamaha  and  St.  Mary,  the  validity  of  the 
grants  pafTed  by  the  governor  of  South  Carolina,  as  afore- 
faid,  remaining  however  acknowledged  and  uricontelled, 
and  the  grantees  of  the  faid  land,  or  thjir  reprefentative. 
ilill  holding  it  as  their  legal  eftate.  Thar  South  Carolina 
claims  the  lands  lying  between  the  North-Carolina  line, 
and  the  line  run  due  weft  from  the  mourh  of  Tugoloo  ri- 
ver to  the  Minifippi,  becaufe  as  the  faid  ftate  contends,  th^ 
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river  Savannah  lofes  that  name  at  the  confluence  of  Tu- 
f oloo  and  Keowee  rivers,  confequentljr  that  fpot  is  the 
head  of  Savannah  river.  The  ftate  of  Georgia,  on  the 
other  hand,  contends  that  the  fource  of  Keowee  river  is  to 
b3  confidered  as  the  head  of  Savannah  river.  That  the 
ilaie  of  South  Carohna  alfo  claims  all  the  lands  lying  be- 
tween aline  to  be  drawn  from  the  head  of  the  river  St. 
Mary,  the  head  of  Alatamaha,  the  Mifiifippi  and  Florida, 
being  as  the  faid  ftate  contends,  within  the  limits  of  its 
charter,  and  not  annexed  to  Georgia  by  the  faid  proclamati- 
on of  one  thoufand  feven  hundred  and  fixty-three.  The  flate 
of  Georgia,  on  the  other  hand,  contends  that  the  trad  of 
country  lad  mentioned,  is  a  part  of  that  ftate.  The  ftate, 
of  South  Carolina  did  therefore,  by  their  faid  petition, 
pray  for  a  hearing  and  determination  of  the  differences  and 
difputefubfifting  as  aforefaid,  between  the  faid  ftate  and 
Georgia,  agreeable  to  the  articles  of  confederation  and 
perpetual  union  between  the  United  States  of  America  : 
And  whereas  the  ftate  of  Georgia  were  duly  notified  of  the 
faid  petition,  and  did  by  their  lawful  agents  appear,  in 
order  to  eftaV-Hfh  their  right  to  the  premifes,  in  the  manner 
djrededby  the  faid  articles  of  confederation;  and  pro- 
ceedings were  thereon  had  in  Congrefs,  in  order  to  tht 
appointment  of  judges  to  conftituteacourt  for  hearing  and 
determining  the  faid  matter  in  queftion.  And  whereas  it 
appeareii  to  be  the  fincere  wifh  and  defire  of  the  faid  ftates 
of  South  Carolina  and  Georgia,  that  all  and  fingular  the 
differences  and  claims  fubfifting  between  the  faid  ftates, 
relative  to  boundary,  fliould  be  amicably  adjufted  and 
compromifed.  And  whereas  the  legiflature  of  the  ftate 
of  South-Carolina  did  eled  the  above  named  Charles 
CotefworthPinckney,  Andrew  Pickens,  and  Pierce  Butler, 
efquires,  commiflioners,  and  did  invert  them,  or  a  majo- 
rity of  them,  with  full  and  abfolute  pov/er  and  authori- 
ty, in  behalf  of  that  flate,  to  fettle  and  compromife  all 
and  fingular  the  differences,  controverfies,  difputes  and 
claims  which  fubfift  between  the  faid  ftate  and  the  ftate  of 
Georgia,  relative  to  boundary,  and  to  eftablifh  and  per- 
manently fix  a  boundary  between  the  two  ftates.     And  the 

faid 
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faid  ftate  of  South  Carolina  did  declare  that  it  would  at  all 
times  thereafter  ratify  and  confirm  all  and  whatfoever  the 
faidcommiftioners,  or  a  majority  of  them  ffiould  do  in, 
and  touching  the  premifes,  and  that  the  fame   fliould  be 
forever  binding  on  the  faid  ftate  of  South  Carolina.     And 
whereas  thelegiflature  of  the  ftate  of  Georgia  did  appoint 
John  Houftoun,  John  Haberiham,  and  Lachlan  M'iDtofh, 
efquires,  commiflioners,  and  did  invert  them  with  full  and 
abfolute  power  and  authority  in  behalf  of  that  Hate,    to 
fettle  and  compromife  all  and  lingular  the  differences,  con- 
troverfies,  difputes,  and  claims  which  fubfift  between  the 
faid  ftate  and  theilate  of  South-Carolina  relative  to  boun- 
dary, and  to  elfabli/h  and  permanently  fix  a  boundary  be- 
tween the  two  ftates.     And  the  faid  ftate  of  Georgia  did 
alfo  declare,  that  it  would  at  all  times   thereafter  raiify 
and  confirm  all  and  whatfoever   the  faid  lall  mentioned 
commiflioners,  or  a  majority  of  them,   fhould  do  in    and 
touching  the  premifes,  and  that  the  fame  fliould  be  for- 
ever binding  on  the  faid  ftate  of  Georgia.  Now  therefore. 
Know  Ye,  that  the  underwritten  commiflioners  on  the  pare 
of  the  ftates  of  South  Carolina  and  Georgia,  refpedively,i 
having  by  mutual  confent,  aiTembled  at  the  town  of  Beau-. 
fort,  in  the  ftate  of  South  Carolina,  on  the  twenty-fourth 
day  of  thisprefent  month  of  April,  in  order  to  the  due  ex- 
ecution of  their  refpedive  trulls,  and  having  reciprocally 
exchanged  and  confidered  their  full  powers,  and  declarcct 
the  fame  legal,  and  forever  binding  on  both  ftates,  and 
having  conferred  together  on   the  moft  effectual  means  of 
adjufting  the  differences  fubfifting  between  the  two  ftate:?, 
and  of  eftablilhing  and  permanently  fixing  a  boundary  be- 
tween them,  have  agreed,  and  by  thefe  prcfents,  for  and 
in  behalf  of  their  refpective  ftates,  do  mutually  agree    to 
the  following  articles,  that  is  to  fay  :  Article  the  fiift. 
The  moft  northern  branch  or  ftream  of  the  river  Savannah, 
from  thefea  or  mouth  of  fuch  ftream,  to  the  fork  or  con- 
fluence of  the  rivers  now  called  Tugoloo  and  Keowee,  and 
firom  thence  the  moft  northern  branch  or  ftream  of  the  faid 
river  Tugoloo,  till  it  interfeds  the  northern  boundary  line 
olSouth  Carolina,  if  the  faid  bra^cch  0?  ftream  of  Tugoioa- 

e?;t,e.^4st,: 
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extends  fo  far  north,  referving  all  the  if.ands  in  the  faid- 
rivers  Savannah  and  Tugoloo,  to  Georgia  ;  but    if  the 
head  fpring  or  fource  of  any  branch  or  ftream  of  the  faid. 
river  Tugoloo  does  not  extend  to  the  north  boundary  line 
of  South  Carolina,  then  a  weft  line  to  the  MifEfippi  to   be.. 
drawn  from  the  head  fpring  or  fource  of  the  faid  branch  or 
ftream  of  Tugoloo  river,  which  extends    to  the   higheft. 
northern  latitude,  fliall  forever  hereafter  form  the  fepara- 
tion,  limit  and  boundary  between  the  flates  of  SouthCa- 
xolina  and  Georgia.     Article  the  feconii.    The  navigation 
of  the  river  Savannah,  at  and  from  the  bar  and  mouth  along 
the  north-eaft  fide  of  Cockfpur  ifland,  and  up  the  dired. 
courfe  of  the  main  northern  channel  along  the  northern 
fide  of  Hutehinfon's   ifland,    oppofite    the  town  of  Sa-^ 
vannah,  to  the  upper  end  of  the  faid  ifland,  and  from^ 
thence  up  the  bed  or  principal    ftream  of  the  faid  river,' 
to  the  confluence  of  the  rivers  Tugoloo  and  Keowee,  and' 
from  the  confluence  up  the  channel  of   the  mofl  northern 
Stream  of  Tugoloo  river  to  its  fource,  and  back  again   by^ 
the  famechannel  to  the  Atlantic  ocean,  is  hereby  declared 
Ko  be  heSiceforth  equally  free  to  the  citizens  of  both  itatss, 
^nd  exerapt  from  all  duties,  tolls,  hinderance,  interrupt!-" 
on  or  molefiation  whatfoever,  attempted  to  be  enforced  by 
one  ftate  on  the  citizens  of  the  other  ;  and  all  the  rell  of 
the  river  Savannah  to  the  Southward  of  the  foregoing  de- 
fcription,  is  acknowledged  tobeihe  exclufiveright  of  the 
^ate  of  G'.jDTgh.     Article  the fAmf.  The  State  of  South 
i^arolina  fliall  not  hereafter  claim  any  lands  to  the  eaft- 
ward,  fouthwi^id,  fouth-eaflward,  or  weft  of  the  boun- 
fdary  above  ei^ablifhed,  but  hereby  relinquifhes  iind  cedes 
to  the  ftate  of  Georgia  all  the  right,  title,  and  claim  which ' 
the  faid  flate  of  South  Carolina  hath  to  the  government, 
Xovereignty,  and  jurifdiftion  in  and  over  the  fame,  and 
alfo  the  right  of  pre-emption  of  the  foil  from  the  native 
Indians,    and  all  other  the  eftate,    property  and  claim 
which  the  Itate  of  South  Carolina  hath  in  or  to  the  faid 
land.     Article  the /ojirM.     The  flate  of  Georgia  fhall  not 
hereafter  claim  any  lands  to  the  northward  oi  north-eaft- 
vr&rd  of  the  boundary  above  eflablifhed,  but  hereby  re-' 
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Inquifhes  and  cedes  to  the  ftate  of  South  Carolina  all  the. 
X;ighr,  title,  and  claim  which  the  faid  Hat^  ot  Ceorp;'a, 
hath  to  the '.government,  fovsreignty,  and  jurifcidion  ia 
and  over  the  farns,  and  alfo  the  right  of  pre-emption  oi 
the  foil  from  the  native  Indians,  and  all  other  the  eftate, 
property  and  claim  which  the  ftate  of  Geor^^ia  hath  in  or 
to  the  faid  lands.  Article  the  fifth.  The  lands  heretofore 
g.ranted  by  either  of  the  faid  ftates,  becu'een  the  forks  oi' 
Tugoloo  and  Keowee,  (hall  be  the  private  property  of  the. 
firft  grantees  and  their  refpedive  heirs  and  afljgns,  and  ihz 
l^rantees  of  any  of  the  faid  ?ands  under  the  flatecf  Georrria, 
fhall  within  t^'elve  months  from  the  date  hereof,  caurj- 
fuch  grants,  or  authentic  copies  thereof,  ratified  under  tks, 
feal  of  the  ftate  of  Georgia,  to  be  depofited  in  the  office 
of  the  fecretary  of  the  ilate  of  South  Carolina,  to  the  end 
that  the  fame  may  be  recorded  there,  and  after  ike  fatRs. 
ftall  have  been  fo  recorded,  the  grantees,  fnall  be  entitled 
to  receive  again  from  the  faid  feer.etary  their  refpt^dive 
grants,  or  the  copies  thereof,  whiclifoever  may  have  hszai 
fQ  depofited,  whjthoutany  charge  or.  fee  of  office  what- 
foever,  and  every.grant  which  iliall  not,  or  of  which  the 
copy  certified  as  aboveraentioned  fl-iall  not  be  fo  dcpolitedj 
fhall  be  adjudged  void.  Article  theyZxf/z.  Thecommif- 
£oners  o;i  the  part  of  the  ilare  of.South  Carolina  do  not  by 
any  of  the  above  articlesmean  to  cede,  relinquirii  or  we-ak- 
en  the  rjght,  title,  and  claim  of  any  of  the  individual  ci- 
tizens of  theftate  of  South  Carolina  to  any  lands  luuated 
in  Georgia,  particularly  to  the  lands  firuated  to  the  fouth 
or  fouth-weft  of  thq  river  Alatamaha,  and  granted  durirg 
the  adminiftration  of  governor  Boone,  ia  the  year  or;2 
thoufand  feven  hundred  and  fixty-three,  and  rhey  do  here- 
by declare,  that  the  fight  and  title  of  the  faid  citizens  to 
the  fame.,  is  and  ou^ht  to  remain  as  full,  ftrong,  and  cf-». 
fedual  as  it  this  convention  had  not  been  made.  The 
commiffioners  on  the  part  of  the  flate  of  Georgia  do  de- 
cline entering  into  any  negociatioas  relative  to  the  lands 
mentioned  in  this  article,  as  tliey  conceive  they  are  not 
authorifedfo  to  do  Ijy  the  powers  delegated  to  them.  In

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In  virtue  of  the  powers  in  them  vefled,  the  delegates  of 
the  ftare  of  South-Carolina  for  and  in  behalf  of  the  faid 
ftate,  executed  the  following  deed  of  celTion  to  the  United 
States  of  America. 

To  all  who  fliall  fee  thefe  prefents : 

We,  John  Kean  and  Daniel  Hugcr,  the  underwrittea 
delegates  for  the  ftate  of  South-Carolina,  in  the  Congrefs 
of  the  United  States,  fend  greeting  : 

WHEREAS  the  general  afTembly  of  the  ftate  of  South- 
Carolina,  on  the  eighth  day  of  March,  in  the  year  of  our 
Lord  one  thoufand  feven  hundred  and  eighty-feven,  paflei 
an  ad  in  the  words  following,  viz.  "  An  aft  to  authorife 
the  delegates  of  this  ftate  in  Congrefs,  to  convey  to  the 
United  States  in  Congrefs  affembled,  all  the  right  of  tnis  nate 
to  the  territory  herein  defcribed.  Whereas  the  Congrefs  of 
the  United  States  did,  on  the  fixth  day  of  September,  in 
the  year  one  thoufand  feven  hundred  and  eighty,  recom- 
mend to  the  feveral  ftates  in  the  union  having  claims  to 
weftern  territory,  to  make  a  liberal  ceflion  to  the  United 
States,  of  a  portion  of  their  refpeftive  claims,  for  the  com- 
mon benefit  of  the  union  :  And  whereas  this  ftate  is  wil- 
ling to  adopt  every  meafure  which  can  tend  to  prom.ote  the 
honor  and  dignity  of  the  United  States,  and  ftrengthea 
their  federal  union  ;  Be  it  therefore  enafted  by  the  honor- 
able the  fenateand  houfeof  reprefentatives,  in  general  af- 
fembly  met,  and  fitting  and  by  the  authority  of  the  fame. 
That  it  /hail  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  delegates  of  this 
flate  to  the  Congrefs  of  the  United  States,  or  f  uch  of  thenx 
as  (hall  be  affembled  in  Congrefs,  aad  they  are  hereby  fully 
authorifed  and  empowered  for,  and  on  behalf  of  this  flate^ 
by  proper  deeds  or  inftrumenis  in  writins;,  under  their 
hands  and  feals,  to  convey,  transftr,  aflign,  and  make 
over  unto  the  United  States  in  Congrefs  allen^.bled,  for  the 
benefit  of  the  faid  ftates,  all  right,  title  and  claim,  as  well 
of  foil  as  jurifdidion,  which  this  ftate  hath  to  the  territoi-y 
or  trafl  of  country  within  thelimitsof  the  chaiter  of"  South- 
Carolina,  fituate,  lying  and  being  within  the  boundaries 
and  lines  hereinafter  defcribed;  that  js  tofay,  allthe  ter- 
ritory or  trad  of  country,  included  within  the  river  Mif- 
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^ppi,  and  a  line  begintiing  at  that  part  of  the  faid  riveV 
which  is  interreaed  by  the  fouthern  boundary  line  of  the 
ftate  of  North-Carolina,  and  continuirg  along  the  faid 
boundary  line,  until  it  incerfc'fts  the  ridge  or  chain  of 
mountains  winch  divides  the  eaftern  from  the  weftern  wa- 
ters ;  then  to  be  continued  along  the  top  of  thefaidridj^eof 
mountair.s,  unril  it  interfeds  a  line  to  be  drawn  due  weft 
from  the  head  of  the  fouthern  branch  of  Tugoloo  river  to 
the  faid  moir  tains,  aiid  thence  to  riin  a  due  weft  courfe  to 
Ehe  river  Mifilfippi. — In  the  fenate  houf(2,  the  eighth  day 
"of  March,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thoufand  feven  hun- 
dred and  eighty-feven,  and  in  the  eleventh  year  of  the  in- 
dependence of  the  United  States  of  America.  John  Lloydj 
prefidcnt  of  the  fe^iate  ; — John  Julius  Pringle,  fpeaker  of 
ihs  houfeof  reprefentatives."  And  whereas  the  faid  John 
Kean,  and  Daniel  Huger,  were  on  thefixrh  day  of  March, 
one  thoufand  fev^n  hundred  and  eighty-feven,  elected  de- 
legates toreprefent  the  ftate  of  South  Carolina,  according 
to  the  law  of  faid  ilate,  in  the  Congrefs  of  the  United 
Stares  until  the  firft  Monday  in  November,  in  the  faid 
year  one  thoufand  feven  hundred  and  eighty-feven,  whicH 
eledion  remains  in  full  force,  and  the  faid  John  Kcan^ 
and  Daniel  Hut;er  are  the  lawful  dele^^ates  of  faid  flare,  in 
the  Congreff  of  the  United  Stares  ;  Now  therefore,  Knovsi* 
Ye,  that  we,  the  faid  JohnKean  and  Daniel  Huger,  by 
virtue  of  vhe  power  and  authority  to  us  committed  by  the 
faid  ad  of  the  general  aflfembly  of  South  Carolina  before 
recited,  in  the  name,  and  for  and  in  behalf  of  the  ftate  of 
South  Carolina,  do  by  thefe  prefents,  afllgn,  transfer,  quit 
Claim,  cede  and  convey  to  the  United  States  of  America^ 
for  their  beneftr,  (South  Carolina  incluflve)  all  the  rightj 
title,  intefeft.  jurifdiction  and  claim  which  the  ftate  of 
South  Carolina  hath  in  and  to  the  before  mentioned  and 
defcribed  territory  or  trad  of  country,  as  the  fame  is 
bounded  and  defcribed  in  the  faid  ad  of  affembly,  for  the 
lifes  in  the  faid  recited  ad  of  affimhly  declared.  In 
w-itnefs  whereof  we  have  hereunto  fet  our  hands  and  feals, 
this  ninth  day  of  Auguft,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one 
thoufand  feven  hundred  and  eighty-feyen,  and  of  thefo- 
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'WreigHty  and  Independence  of  America  the  twdftli.  John 
kean,  (L.  S.)  Daniel  Htifjer  (L.  S.)  figned,  ft-aied,  and 
delivered  in  prefence  of  Charles  Thomfon,  Roger  AJden, 
BeDJamin  Bankfon.

Reprefentarives  and  direA  tazes  (hall  hs  apportioned- 
amon^  the  fcveral  ftates  which  may  be  included  wirhin 
this  Union,  according  to  their  refpetSive  numbers,  which 
fhall  be  determined  by  adding  to  the  whole  number  of  free 
perfons,  ir.cluding  thofe  bound  to  fervice  for  a  term  of 
years,  and  excluding  Indians  not  taxed,  three-fifths  of  all 
other  perfons.  The  aAual  enumeration  fhall  be  made 
uithin  three  years  after  the  firft  meeting  of  the  Ccngrefs 
of  the  United  States,  and  within  every  fubfequent  terra  of 
ten  years,  in  fuch  manner  as  they  (hall  by  law  dired. — 
The  number  of  reprefentatives  (hall  not  exceed  one  for 
every  thirty  thoufand,  but  each  ftate  (hall  have  at  lead 
one  reprefentative  ;  and  until  fuch  enumeration  (hall  be 
made,  the  ftate  of  New-Hamp(hire  (hall  be  entitL^d  to 
chufe  three,  MafTachufetts  eight,  Rhode-Ifl^nd  and  Pro- 
videncePiantarioris  one,  Connecfticut  five,  New-York'fix, 
New-Jerfey  four,  Pennfylvania  eight,  Delaware  one, 
Maryland  fiX,  Virginia  ten,  North-Carolina  live,  Souih-. 
Carolina  five,  and  Georgia  three.  . 

Wh-n  vacancies  happen  in  the  reprefentation  from  any 
J^ate,  the  executive  authority  thereof  ihall  i(rue  writs  of 
election  to  fill  fuch  vacancies. 

The  Koufe  of  Rep ref^entatives  fhall  chufe  their  fpeaker 
and  oher  ofHccrs  j  and  (hall  have  the  fole  power  6f  im- 
peachment. 

Se^.  3.  The  Senate  of  the  United  States  (hall  be  com- 
pofed  of  two  fer.ators  from  each  i^ ate,  chofen  by  the  le- 
giflature  thereof,  for  fix  years ;  and  each  fenaior  fhall  have 
one  vote. 

Immediately  after  they  (hall  be  afferobled  in  confequence 
of  the  firft  election,  they  (hall be  divided  as  equally  as  iray 
be  into  three  clsfTes.  The  feats  of  the  fenators  of  the  full 
clafs  (hall  be  vacated  at  the  expiration  of  ihe  fecond  year, 
ofthefecond  clafs  at  ihe  expiration  of  ihe  fourth  year, 

and 
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and  of  the  third  clafs  at  the  expiration  of  the  Hxih  year* 
fo  that  o  e- third  may  be  chofen  every  fecor.d  year  ;  oua 
if  vacancicb  happen  by  refignation,  or  ocherwife,  durin_g 
the  rec^fs  of  the  legidature  of  any  flare,  the  eXLCuiivc 
thereof  m^y  make  temporary  appointtr.ents  until  the  next 
meeting  of  the  legillaiure,  which  fliall  then  fill  fuch  va- 
grancies. 

No  perfon  (hall  be  a  fenator  who  fhall  not  have  attained 
to  the  age  of  thirty  years,  and  been  nine  years  a  citizen  of 
the  United  States,  and  who  fhall  not,  when  eleded,  be  aa 
inhabirant  ofthar  llatc  for  which  he  fliall  be  chofen. 

Ihe  Vice-Prefident  of  the  United  States  fhall  be  Pxe- 
fident  of  the  Senate,  but  fhall  have  no  vote,  unlefi  they  lie 
equally  divir'ed. 

The  Senate  fhall  chufe  their  other  officers,  and  alfo  a 
Prvfidcnt  pro  tempore,  in  the  abfence  of  the  Vice  Piefi- 
dent,  or  whe^i  he  fhall  exercife  the  office  of  Prefident  of 
the  United  States. 

Th^Senate  fhall  have  the  fole  power  to  try -all  impeach- 
ments. When  fitting  for  that  purppfe,  they  fhall  be  ea 
oath  or  afHrmation.  When  the  Piefidcnt  of  the  United 
States  is  tried,  the  Chief  Juftice  fhall  prcfide  :  And  i:a 
perfon  fhall  be  convitted  without  the  concurrence  of  two- 
thirds  of  the  members  prefent. 

Judgment  in  cafes  of  impeachment  fiiali  not  extend  fur- 
ther than  to  removal  from  office,  and  difqualification  to 
hold  and  er.joy  any  office  of  honor,  truft  or  profit  under 
the  United  Stares  3  but  the  party  convicted  fhall  neverthe- 
lers  be  liable  and  fubjeft  to  iiididmenr,  trial,  judgment 
and  punifhment  according  to  law. 

Sccl.  4.  The  times,  places  and  manner  of  holding  elec- 
tions, for  fenators  and  reprefentatives,  fhall  be  prescribed 
in  each  f^ate  by  the  legiflature  thereof  :  But  the  Con^refa 
may  at  any  time  by  law  make  or  alter  fuch  regulations, 
except  as  to  the  places  of  chufing  fenators. 

The  Congrefs  fhall  affemble  at  leaft  once  in  every  year, 
and  fuch  meeting  fhall  be  on  the  lirft  Monday  in  Decem- 
ber, uulefs  they  fhall  by  law  appoint  a  differeiit  day- 

Sccl.  5.  Each  houfe  fhall  be  the  judge  of  the  ele«5ions, 

xcturi.s 
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jeturns  and  qualifications  of  its  own  members,  and  a  roa- 
joKity  of  each  fha!l  confiitute  a  quorum  to  dobufinefs ;  but 
a  fmalier  number  may  adjourn  from  day  to  day,  and  may 
fce  authorifed  to  compel  the  attendance  of  abfent  members^ 
in  fuch  manner,  and  underfuch  penalties  as  each  houfe  may 
provide. 

Each  houfc  may  determine  the  rules  of  its  proceedings, 
puniili  its  membets  for  diforderly  bthaviour,and,  with  t\ri 
concurrence  of  two-thirds,  expel  a  member. 

Kach  houfe  fnall  keep  a  journal  of  its  proceedings,  and! 
from  time  to  time  publifh  the  fame,  excepting  fuch  parts 
as  may  in  their  judgment  require  fecrccy;  and  the  yeas 
and  nays  of  the  members  of  either  houfe  on  anyquefiion, 
iiall,  at  ihcdefire  of  one-fifth  of  thofe  prefent.  be  enter- 
ed on  the  journal. 

Neither  houfe,  during  the  fellion  of  Congrefs,  (hall 
t\-ithout  the  confent  of  the  other,  adjourn  for  more  than 
three  days,  nor  to  any  other  place  than  that  in  which  the 
Jwo  houfes  (hall  be  fitting. 

Sect.  6.  The  fenatovs  and  reprefentativesfhall  receive  a 
compenfation  for  their  fervices,  to  be  afcertainedby  law, 
and  paid  out  of  the  treafury  of  the  United  States.  They 
ihall  in  all  cafes,  except  treafon,  felony  a;'.d'  breach  of  the 
peace,  be  privileged  from  arreft  during  their  attendance  at 
the  ftflion  of  their  refpedive  houfes,  and  in  going  to  and 
returning  from  the  fame  ;  and  for  any  fpeech  or  debate 
in  either  houfe,  they  fliall  not  be  queftioned  in  any  other 
place. 

No  fenator  or  rcprefentative  fball>  during  the  time  for 
which  he  was  elected,  be  appointed  to  any  civil  office  un- 
der the  authority  of  the  United  Si2.tes,  which  fhall  have 
been  created,  or  the  emolument^  whereof  fliall  have  been 
encreafed  during  fuch  time  ;  and  no  perfon  holding  any  of- 
fice under  the  United  States,  fltall  be  a  member  of  either 
houfe  during  his  continuance  in  office. 

Sect.  7.  All  bills  for  raifing  revenue  fiiall  originate  in. 
the  houfe  of  reprefeiuarives  ;  b'Jtthe  Senate  may  propofe 
or  concur  with  amendments  as  on   other  bills. 
Every  bill  which  ihaU  have  pafled  the  Houfe  of  Repre- 

fcntatives 
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fentatlves  and  tlie  Senate,  fhall,  before  it  become  a  law, 
beprefented  to  the  Prefidenc  of  the  United  States  ;  if  he 
approve  he  Qiall  fi^n  it,  but  if  not  he  fhal!  return  it,  with 
his  objections  to  that  houfe  in  which  it  (hall  have  origina- 
ted, who  fhall  enter  theobjcAions  at  large  on  their  journal, 
and  proceed  to  reconfider  it.  If  after  fuch  reconfiderarion 
ttro-thirdsof  that  houfe  (hall  agree  to  pafs  thebiil,  it  Hvall 
be  fent,  together  \A,'ith  the  objecrionj,  to  the  other  houfe, 
by  which  it  fliall  likewife  be  reconfidered,  and  if  appro- 
ved by  t'.vo-thirds  of  thar  houfe,  it  /ha!I  become  a  law. 
But  in  all  fuch  cafes  the  votes  of  both  houfes  (hall  be  de- 
termined by  yeas  and  navs,  and  the  names  of  the  perfons 
voting  for  and  again(t  the  bill  (hall be  entered  on  the  jour- 
nal of  each  houfe  refpectively.  If  any  bill  (hall  not  be 
returned  bv  the  Prefident  within  ten  days  (Sundays  excep- 
ted) after  it  fhall  have  been  prcfented  to  h'lcr.,  the  fame: 
fhall  be  a  law,  in  like  manner  as  if  he  had  figned  it,  unlefs 
the  Congrefs  by  their  adjournment  prevent  its  return, 
in  which  cafe  it  (hall  not  be  a  law. 

Every  order,  refolution,  or  vot?  ro  which  the  concur- 
rence of  the  fenate  and  houle  of  reprefentatives  mav  be 
neceffary  (except  on  a  queition  of  adjournment)  Ciall  bs 
prefented  to  the  Prefident  of  the  United  States;  and  be- 
fore the  fame  (hall  take  effed  (hill  be  approve!  by  him, 
or,  being  difapproved  by  him,  (hill  be  r.'-paffed  by  two- 
thirds  of  the  Senate  and  Houfe  of  Reprefentatives,  'accord- 
in?  to  the  rules  and  limications  prefcribed  in  the-cafe  of  a 
bill. 

Se?l.  8.  The  Contjrefs  (hall  have  power 

To  lay  and  colled  taxes,  duties,  impof^s,  and  excifes, 
to  pay  the  debts  and  provide  for  the  common  defence  and 
general  wdfare  of  the  United  States  ;  but  all  duties,  im- 
ports and  excifes  fhall  be  uniform  throughout  the  United 
Stares  : 

To  borrow  oioney  on  the  credit  of  the  United  States  : 

To  regulate  commerce  with  foreign  nations,  and  a- 
mong  the  feveral  ftares,  and  with  the  Indirin  tribes: 

To  ef^abli(h  an  uniform  rule  of  naturalixation,  and  uni- 
ft)rm  laws  on  the  fubjed  of  bankruptcies  throughout  rhe 
"United  States :  '  To 
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To  coin  money,  regulate  the  value  thereof,  and  of  fo* 
tei^n  coin,  and  fix  rhe  ftandard  of  weights  and  meafures  : 

To  provide  for  the  punifnment  of  counterfeiting  the  fe- 
curities  and  current  coin  of  the  United  States : 

To  cftablifh  port-offices  and  poft-roads : 

To  promote  the  progrefs  of  faience  and  ufeful  arts,  by 
fecuring  for  limited  times  to  authors  and  inventors  the  ex- 
clufive  right  to  their  refpeftive  writings  and  difcoveries  : 

To  conftitute  tribunals  inferior  to  thefupreme  court  : 

To  define  and  punifh  piracies  and  felonies  committe.;  on 
the  high  feas,  and  offences  againfl;  the  law  of  nations : 

To  declare  war,  grant  letters  of  marque  and  reprifal, 
and  jnakc  rules  concerning  captures  on  land  atnd  water  : 

To  raife  and  fupport  armies,  but  no  appropriation  of 
inoney  to  that  ufe  fhall  be  for  a  longer  terra  than  two 
years: 

To  provide  and  maintain   a  navy  : 

To  make  rules  for  the  government  and  regulation  of  the 
land  and  naval  forces  : 

To  provide  for  calling  forth  the  militia  to  execute  the 
laws  of  the  union,  fupprefs  infurredions  and  repel  ixivafi- 
ons : 

To  provide  for  organizing,  arming  and  difciplining  th^ 
militia,  and  for  governing  fuch  part  of  thera  as  may  be 
employed  in  the  fervice  of  the  United  States,  referving 
to  theflates  refpeilively,  the  appointment  of  the  officers, 
and  the  authority  of  training  the  militia  according  to  the 
difcipline  prefcribed  by  Congrefs  : 

To  exercifeexclufive  legiflation  in  all  cafes  whatfoever» 
over  fuch  diftrid  Cnot  exceeding  ten  miles  fquare)  as  may, 
by  ceflion  of  particular  ftates,  and  the  acceptance  of  Con- 
grefs, become  the  feat  of  the  government  of  the  United 
States,  and  toexercife  like  authority  over  all  places  pur- 
chafed  by  the  confent  of  the  legiflature  of  the  ftate  in 
"which  the  fame  (hall  be,  for  the  eredion  of  forts,  maga- 
zines, aifenals,  dock-yards,  and  other  needful  buildings!

of  the  United  States,  or  in  aiiy  cljparcin^nt  or  officer 
thereof, 

r  Sect.  9.  Ths  migration  or  importation- of  fuch  per- 
fons  as  any  of  the  lUtes  now  cxiliing  fliall  think  proper 
to  admit,  fliall  not  be  prohibited  by  the  Congrefs  prior  to 
the  year  one  thoufand  eight  hundred  and  eight,  but  a  tax 
or  duty  maybe  iaipofed  on  fuch  importation,  not  ex- 
ceeding ten  dollars  for  each  perfon.  '  ' 
.  The  privil-\gs  of  the  writ  oi  habtas  ccrpits  ^^W  not  be 
fufpended,  unlefs  when  in  cafes  of  rebellion  or  invafion 
th'i  public  fafecy  may  require  it. 

No  bill  of  attainder  or  ex poflfacio  law  /hall  be  pailed, 
■  No  capitation,  or  other  diiocl  tax  ihali  hi  laid,  unlcfs 
in  proportion  to  the  ccnjus  or  enumeration  herein  before

.  No  tax  or  duty  fhall  be  laid  on  articles  csporied  from 
any  ftate.  No  preference  (hall  be  given  by  any  regulati- 
on of  comnierce  or  reveraie  to  the  ports  of  one  ftatc  over 
thofc  of  another  ;  nor  {Iiall  vefTeis  bound  to,  or  from,  one 
fwate,  be  obliged  \o  eater,  clear,  or  pay  duties  in  ano- 
ther. , 

No  money  fiiall  be  driwn  from  the  treafury  but  in  con- 
fequence  of  appropriations  made  by  law  ;  and  a  regular 
ilatement  and  account  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of 
al!  public  money  lliallbe  publi^ied  from  rime  to  time. 

No  title  of  nobility  fhall  be  granted  by  the  United 
States  :  AvA.  no  perfon  holding  any  office  of  profit  or  truft 
under  them,  fliali,  without  the  confent  of  the  Congrefs, 
aceept  ©(any  prefent,  emolument,  q'fice,  or  title,  of  any 
kind  wiiattver,  from  ar.y  king,  prince  or  foreign  ftate. 

Seel.  10.  fio  ftate  dial' enter  into  any  treaty,  alliance, 
or  confederation  ;  grant  letters  of  niarque  and  reprifai  j 
coin  money,  emit  bills  of  credit  ;  make  any  thing  buc 
gold  and  filver  coin  a  tender  m  payment  of  debts;  pafs 
any  bill  of  attainder,  expoft  fnclo  law,  or  law  ici'.paiv- 
ing  the  obligation  of  contrads,  or  grant  ai;y  title  of  no" 
tility.

^''-The  ele'aors  fliall  meet  in  their  refpeaive  ftates,  and 
vote  by 'ballot  for  two  perfons,  of  whom  one  at  leaft 
(hall  not  be  an  inhabitant  of  the  fame  ftate  with  thetn- 
felves.  And  they  (hall  make  a  lift  of  all  the  Prr[ojlsvojed 
for  and  of  thenumbet  of  votes  for  each  ;  which  lift  they 
ihaiSgn  and  certify,  and  tranfmit  fealed  to  the  feat  of 
ih^  government  of  the  United  States,  direfted  to  the  Pre- 
ftdeptof  the  Senate.

The  President  fiiall,  at  ftaied  times,  receive  for  his  f.rvs- 
ces,  a  compi-'nfatiori,  which  (iiaH  neithvr  be  encreifed  nor 
dimini(hed  during  the  period  ior  which  he  fcall  hiive  be^^n 
dected;  and  h*;  fhall  aoc  receive  wkhin  ihac  peiiod  af.y 
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other  emolumsnt  from  the  United  States,  or  any  of  them. 

Eeiore  he  enter  on  th^  execution  of  his  office,  he  fhall 
take  the  following  oath  or  afhrrnation  :

Sect.  2.  The  Prciident  fhall  be  commander  in  chief  of 
the  army  and  navy  of  the  UniteH  States,  and  cf  the  mi- 
litia of  the  feverai  Hates,  when  called  into  the  s.dual  fer- 
\'ice  of  the  United  States ;  he  may  require  the  opinion, 
in  writing,  of  the  principal  officer  in  each  of  the  execu- 
tive departments,  upon  any  fubjed  relating  to  the  duties 
of  their  refpeftive  offices,  and  he  fhall  have  po^'er  to' 
grant  reprieves  and  pq,rdons  for  offences  againit  thg  Uni- 
ted Srates,  except  in  cafes  of  impeach Tienr.

The  Prefidcnt  ihal!  have  power  to  fill  up  all  vacancies 
that  may  happen  dming  the  recefs  of  the  Senate,  by  grant- 
in;?  ccmmifiions  which  fliall  expire  at  the  end  of  their  next 

Sccf.  5.  He  fhall  from  time  to  time  give  to  the  Ccn- 
grefs information  of  the  f^ate  of  the  union,  and  recorn- 
zrend  to  their  confideration  fuch  meafures  as  he  fhalf 
judge  neceffary  and  expedient  ;  he  m.ay,  on  extraordinary 
occafioris,  convene,  both  Koufes,  or  either  cf  them,  and 
in  cafe  of  difagreement  between  them,  withrefpeft  to  the 
;im'e  of  adjournment,  he  may  adjourn  them  to  fuch  time 
■■'-.■■■  as 
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as  he  ftiall  ihink  proper  ;  he  ftiaFl  receive  ambaffaders  and 
other  public  miniaers ;  he  fhall  take  care  that  the  laws  be 
faithfully  executed,  and  fliall  commiffion  ail  the  officers 
of  the  United  States. 

Sccl.  4.  The  Prefident,  Vice-Prefident,  and  all  civil  offi- 
cers of  the  United  States  fhall  be  removed  from  office  on  itti- 
pcachment  for,  and  convidion  of,  treafon,  bribery,  or 
other  high  crimes  and  mifdemeanois. 

ARTICLE        111. 

Seel.  I.  The  judicial  power  of  the  United  States,  (hall 
be  veftediu  one  fupreme  court,  and  in  fuch  inferior  courts 
as  the  Congrefs  may  from  time  to  time  ordain  and  eltabliih- 
The  judges,  both  of  the  fupreme  and  inferior  court,  (hall- 
hold  their  offices  during  good  behaviour,  and  (hail,  at  da- 
ted times,  receive  for  their  fervices,  a  compenfation, 
which  fhall  not  be  dirainifhed  during  theii  continuance  in 
office. 

'  Seel.  2.  The  judicial  power  (hall  extend  to  all  cafes,  in 
law  and  equity,  arifing  under  this  conftituiion,  the  lawa 
of  the  United  Stares,  and  treaties  made,  or  whijh  (hall, 
be  made  under  their  authority  ;  to  all  cafes  aSFccting  am-' 
baflTndors,  other  public  miniilsrs  andconfuls  ;  to  all  cafes 
of  admiralty  and  mariiime  juriidiiftion  ;  to  controver(ies 
to  xvhich  the  United  States  (hall  be  a  party  ;  to  contro- 
verfies  between  two  or  more  ftates,  between  a  date  and^ 
citizens  of  antther  Hate,  between  citizens  of  different 
dates,  between  citizens  of  the  fame  Itate  claiming  land* 
under  grants  of  different  dates,,  and  between  a  dare,  or  the 
citizens  thereof    and  foreign  dates,  citizens  or  fubjcfts. 

In  all  cafes  affeding  ambaffadors,  other  public  icinif* 
tersand  conful<:,  and  thofe  in  which  a  dare  diall  be  party, 
the  fupreme  court  fhall  have  original  jurifdittion.  Jn  all 
the  other  cafes  before  mentioned,  the  fupreme  court  (hall 
have  appellate  jurifdidion,  borh  as  to  law  and  faCt,  with 
fuch  exception-:,  and  under  fuch  regulations  as  the  Con- 
grefs fhall  make. 

Thetrial  of  all  crimes,  except  in  cafes  of  impeachmenf, 
(hall  be  by  jury  ;  and  fuch  trial  fliall  be  held  in  the  date 

where 
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where  the  faid  crimes  fhall  have  been  commirted;  bu^ 
when  not  committed  within  any  ftate,  the  trial  fhallbe  at 
fuch  place  or  places  as  the  Congrefsmay  by  law  have  di— 
lefted. 

Seel.  J.  Treafon  againft  the  United  States  fhall  confiff 
only  in  levying  war  againft  them,  or  in  adhering  to  iheii:. 
enemies,  giving  them  aid  and  comfort.  No  perlon  fhall  be 
convided  of  treafon  unlefs  on  theteftimony  of  two  v/it— 
BelTes  to  the  fame  overt  ad,  or  on  confeflicn  in  open  court. 

The  Congrefs  fliall  have  power  to  declare  the  puni(h» 
Kieni of  treafon,  but  no  attainder  of  treafon  fhall  work 
corruption  of  blood,  or  forfeiture,  e:^ccpt  during  thai, 
Efe  of  the  perfon  attainted. 

ARTICLE        IV.  _ 

Seel.  I.  Full  faith  and  credit  fhall  be  given  in  each  fiata. 
to  the  public  ads,  records  and  judicial  proceedings  o£ 
every  other  ftate.  And  the  Congrefs  may  by  general  laws; 
prefcribe  the  manner  in  which  fuch  ads,  records  and  pro- 
ceedings fhall  be  proved,  and  the  effed  thereof. 

Seel.  2.  The  citizens  of  each  ftate  (hall  be  entitled  to^ 
all  privileges  and  immunities  of  citizens  in  the  fevcral 
ilates. 

A  perfon  charged  in  any  Rate  with  treafon,  felony^ 
©r  other  crime,  who  fliall  flee  from  juflice,  and  be  found 
in  another  liate,  fhall,  on  demand  of  the  executive  autho- 
rity of  the  ftate  from  which  he  f?ed,  be  delivered  up,  tot 
fee  removed  to  the  f^ate  having  jurifdidion  of  the  crime. 

No  perfon  held  to  fervice  or  labour  in  one  Hate,  undeif 
the  laws  thereof,  efcaping  into  another,  fliall,  hi  confe- 
quence  of  any  law  or  regulation  therein,  be  difcharged 
from  fuch  fervice  or  labour,  but  fhall  be  delivered  up  oa 
claim  of  the  pa;  ty  £0  whom  fuch  fervice  or  labour  may; 
be  due. 

Seel.  5.  New  flates  may  be  admitted  by  the  Congrefs 
into  this  union  ;  but  no  new  ftate  fhall  be  formed  or 
leded  within  the  jurifdidion  of  any  other  i\2iZey  nor  any 
flate  be  formed  by  ihciundion  of  two  or  more  flates,  or 
parts  of  itates,  without  the  confent  of  the  legiilatuies  cf 
ikQ  ft.ates  concerned,  as  well  as  of  the  Congrefs,        Tba 
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Ths  Congrefs  fhall  have  power  to  difpofe  of  and  make 
all  needful  rulers  and  regulations  rofpcding  rhe  territory  or 
ether  property  belonging  to  the  United  States;  and  no- 
thing in  thiscoa/titution  fliall  be  To  conftrued  as  to  prejur 
diceaijy  claims  of  the  United  States,  or  of  any  particular 
flate.  ,  ' 

Seci.  4.  The  United  States  (hall  guarantee  to  every 
flate  in  this  union  a  Republican  form  of  government,  and 
fliall  prott-'d  each  of  them  againft  in"Vaf:on  ;  and  on  appli- 
cation of  the  Icgiflature,  or  of  the  executive  (when  thi 
legiflature  cannot  be  convened)  a^ainll  domeilie  violence-i 

ARTICLE  y. 
The  Congrefs,  whenever  two  thirds  of  both  Houfei 
Siall  deem  it  oecelTary,  fha!l  propofe  amendments  to  this 
conftitution,  or,  on  the  application  of  the  lagiflatures  of 
two-thirds  of  the  feveral  ftates,  ftiall  call  a  convention  for 
propoifing  amendments,  which,  in  either  cafe,  fii ill  be  va- 
lid to  all  intents  and  purpofes,  as  part  of  this  conilitution, 
when  ratified  by  thsi  legiflatures  of  three-fourths  of  the  fe- 
versl  ilates,  or  by  conventions  in  three-fourths  thers^of, 
as  the  one  or  the  other  mode  of  ratification  may  be  propo- 
fed  by  the  Congrefs  :  Provided,  that  no  amendmerH: 
which  may  be  made  prior  to  the  year  one  thoufand  eighS 
hundred  and  eight  ihall  in  any  manner  alf^d  the  firlt  an4 
fourth  claufes  in  the  ninth  fection  of  the  fir.t  article  ;  and 
that  no  rtate,  without  its  fonfenc,  fhall  bs  deprived  of  j^« 
equal  fuffrage  in  ihe  Senate. 

ARTICLE        VL 
All  debts  contraded  and  engagements  entered  into,  be- 
fore the  adoption  of  this  conftitution,  (hall   be  as  valid 
againil  the  United  States  under  this  conflitution,  as  under 
the  confederation. 

This  conftitution,  and  the  laws  of  the  'United  States 
which  fhall  be  made  in  purfuaace  thereof  ;  and  all  trea- 
ties made,  or  which  Ihall  be  made,  under  the  authority 
of  the  United  States,  (ball  be  the  fupreme  law  of  the  land; 
and  the  judges  in  every  fiate  ihall  be  bound  thereby,  any 

thing 
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thing  in  the  conflirution  or  laws  of  any  ilate  to  the  coh- 
traiy  notwithdanding. 

The  Senators  and  RepreCentatives  before  mentioned,  and 
the  members  of  the  feveral  ilaie  legiflatures,  and  all  exe- 
cutive and  judicial  officers,  both  of  the  United  States  and 
of  the  feveril  ftates,  (hall  be  bound  by  oath  or  affirmati- 
on, to  fupport  this  conftitution  ;  but  no  religious  teft 
fliall  ever  be  required  as  a  qualification  to  any  office  or 
public  iruft  under  the  United  States. 

ARTICLE        VII. 
,    The  ratification  of  the  conventions  of  nine  flates,  fhall 
befufficient  for  the  eftablifhment  of  this  conftitution  be- 
tween the  flateifo  ratifying  the  fame.

pointed by  the  flates  which  fhallhave  ratified  the  fame, 
and  a  day  on  which  the  eledorsfhould  alTemble  to  vote 
for  the  Prefident,  and  the  time  and  place  for  commencing 
procetdings  under  thisConftitution.  That  after  fuch  pu- 
blication the  eledors  fiiould  be  appointed,  and  the  Sena- 
tors and  Reprefentatives  eleded  :  That  the  eledors  fhould 
meet  on  the  day  fixed  for  the  ele«ftion  of  the  Prefideni,  and 
fhould  tranfmit  their  votes  certified,  flgned,  fealed  anddi-

Sir, 

WE  have  now  the  honor  to  fubmit  to  the  confiderati- 
on  ofthe  Ui-ited  States  in  Congrefs  afTembled,  that  Cou- 
ilitution  which  has  appeared  to  us   the  moft  advifeable. 

The  friends  of  our  country  have  long  feen  and  defired,' 
that  the  power  of  making  war,  peace,  and  treaties,  that 
of  levying  money  and  regulating  commerce,  and  the  cor- 
refpondent  executive  and  judicial  authorities  fhould  be 
fully  and  effectually  vefled  in  the  general  government  of 
the  Union  ;  Bwt  the  impropriety  of  delegating  fuch  exien- 

five 
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five  truft  to  one  body  of  men  is  evident — Hence  ref  ults  the 
neeelTity  of  a  different  organization. 

Itisobvioufly  impracticable  in  the  federal  government 
of  thefe  ftates,  to  ftcure  all  rights  of  independent  fovereign- 
ty  to  each,  and  yet  provide  for  the  inrereft  and  fafcty  of  all : 
Individuals  entering  into  fociety,  niuft  give  up  a  Ciare  of 
liberty  to  preferve the  reft.  The  magnitude  ofthefacri- 
fice  muft  depend  as  well  on  fituation  and  circumftance,  as 
on  the  obje<^  to  be  obtained.  It  is  at  all  times  difficult  to 
draw  with  precifion  the  line  between  thofe  rights  u  hich 
rruft  be  furrendered,  and  thofe  which  may  be  referved  ; 
and  on  the  prefent  occafion  this  difficulty  was  encreafed 
by  a  difference  among  the  feveral  ftates  as  to  their  iirua- 
tion,  extent,  habits,  and  particular  interefts. 

In  all  our  deliberations  on  this  fubjed  we  kept  fleadily 
in  our  view,  that  which  appears  to  us  the  greatert  inter- 
eft  of  every  true  American,  the  confolidation  of  our  Union, 
in  which  is  involved  our  prcfperity,  felicity,  fafety,  per- 
haps our  national  exiftence.  This  important  confideration, 
fcrioufly  and  deeply  irapreffed  on  our  minds,  led  each  ftate 
in  the  Convention  to  be  lefs  rigid  on  points  of  inferior 
magnitude,  than  might  have  been  otherwife  expeded  ;  and 
thus  the  Conftitution,  which  we  now  prefent,  is  the  re- 
fult  of  afpirit  of  amity,  and  of  that  mutual  deference  and 
conceflion  which  the  peculiarity  of  our  political  fituatioa 
rendered  indifpenfible. 

That  it  will  meet  the  full  and  entire  approbation  of 
every  ftate  is  not  perhaps  to  be  expefled  ;  but  each  will 
doubtlefs  confider,  that  had  her  intereft  been  alone  con- 
fulted,  the  confequences  might  have  been  particularly  dif- 
agreeable  or  injurious  toothers  ;  that  it  isliabL-  to  as  few 
exceptions  as  could  reafonably  have  been  expeded,  we 
hope  and  believe  J  that  it  may  promote  the  lafting  wel- 
fare of  that  country  fo  dear  to  us  all,  and  fecure  her  free- 
dom and  happinefs,  is  our  moft  ardent  wifli.

own  houfe  was  frequently  the  afylum  of  whole  crews  of 
captive  American  feamen,  who  were  fed,  cloathed,  and 
leHeved  in  fioknefs  through  his  benevolance,  and  that  at 
a  time  when  his  attachment  to  the  caufs  of  America  was 
dangerous  both  to  his  perfon  and  property  : — And  where- 
as Congrefs  are  difpofed  to  acknowledge  in  the  raoft  ha- 
aorable  manner  the  eminent  fervices  rendered  by  Mr.. 
Dohrman,  and  to  make  him  further  compenfation, 

Refolved  unanimoujli/,  That  the  faid  Arnold  Henry 
Dohrman,  be  allowed  in  confideration  of  his  faithful  and 
generous  fervices,  as  agent  from  the  United  States  at  the 
court  of  Lifbon,  the  fum  of  fixteen  hundred  dollars  per  an- 
iium,  and  that  the  faid  falary  be  computed  from  the  pe- 
riod at  which  his  expenditures  commqaced  to  the  prefent 
day. 

Refolved  unanlmoufly ^  That  one  compleat  and  entire 
townfhip,  fubjed  to  the  refervations  as  in  the  other  town- 
fliips  agreeably  to  the  ordinance  of  the  twentieth  of  May, 
1785;,  out  of  the  three  laft  ranges  furveyed  in  the  weS- 
ern  territory  of  the  United  States^,  be  and  hereby  is  grant-.

ed on  the  fouth  by  the  parallel  of  latituds  palling 
through  the  faid  point  or  place,  fituate  three  miles  fouth  of 
the  fouthermoft  part  of  the  (aid  bay,  called  MalTachufetts- 
Bay,  bounded  on  the  wefl  by  the  limits  between  the  Uni- 
ted States  and  the  king  of  Great-Britain,  and  the  line  of 
ceflion  from  the  ftate  of  Meiv-York  to  the  United  States, 
and  bounded  on  the  eaft  by  the  line  agreed  on  and  efta- 
i)li(hcd  between  the  late  colony  of  tht:r  Maffachufetts-Bay 
and  the  late  colony  of  New- York,  in  the  year  one  thou- 
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Faad  fcvta  hundred  a'ldfeventy-threc,  and  from  ths  north- 
ern termination  of  the  faid  line,  then  bounded  on  tlie  eaft 
1)y  the  weft  bank  of  Conncfticut  river.  And  whereas  the 
ft  ace  of  New- York,  having  been  duly  notified,  did  ap- 
pear, by  their  lawful  agents,  to  vindicate  fuch  their  faid 
right  agaiiift  the  faid  claim  of  the  faid  commonwealth,  and 
proceedings  were  thereupon  had  inCongrefs,  purfiiant  to 
the  articles  of  confideracion,  in  order  to  the  appointmenc 
of  commiffioners  or  judges  toconftitute  a  court  for  hearing 
and  determining  the  faid  matters  in  queftion.  And  whereas 
the  faid  John  Lowell,  James  liuUivan,  Theophilus  Par- 
fons,  and  Rufus  King,  were  afterwards,  by  a  certain 
commiffion,  under  the  feal  of  the  faid  commonwealth,  and 
bearing  dare  the  twenty-fixth  day  of  April,  in  the  ninth 
year  of  the  independence  of  the  United  Stares,  and  made 
in  purfuance  of  an  aft  of  the  legiilature  of  the  faid  com- 
monwealth, pafTed  the  fourteenth  day  of  March,  m  tha 
eighth  year  of  the  independence  of  the  "United Stares;  and 
of  arefolution  of  the  fjtid  iegiflature,  palled  the  eighteenth 
day  of  the  faid  month  of  March,  conimiffionatsd  to  be 
agents,  to  manage;  condud  andprofecutethe  claims  of  th$ 
faid  commonweakli,  to  the  lands  defcribed  in  the  faid  pe- 
tition. And  whereas,  afterwards,  and  pending  fuch  pro- 
ceedings in  Congrefs,  the  Iegiflature  of  the  commonwealth 
of  MafTachufittsdid,  by  an  ack,  entitled,  an  ad  empower- 
ing the  agents  appointed  by  this  government,  to  defend  iho; 
territory  on  the  weft  fide  of  *'  Hudfon's  river,  againft  the 
claims  of  the  ftateof  New-Yoik,  to  fettle  the  controverfy 
relative  thereto,  orherwife  than  by  a  federal  court,  if  they 
ihall  judge  it  expedient,"  enact,  that  the  iwajor  part  of  the 
faid  agents,  or  commiflloners,  (liouk!  be  fully  aurhorifed 
and  empowered  to  agree  with  the  agents,  or  cominifficners, 
oftlveftate  of  New- York,  and  fettle  the  controverfy  re- 
fpeding  the  territory  aforefaid,  by  a  federal  court,  as  ap- 
pointed by  virtue  of  the  confederation,  or  oiherwife,  in 
fuch  way  and  manner  as  they  Ihould  judge  would  comrort 
with,  juftice  and  the  intcreft  of  the  faid  commonweal  10  ;' 
and  the  Iegiflature  of  the  Hate  of  New-York  did,  by  an 
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act,  entitled,  "  An  aft  fupplementary  to  the  ad,  entitlecf, 
an  ad  to  appoint  agents,  or  commiilioaers,  for  vindicating 
the  right  and  jurifafdion  of  this  ftate,  againft  the  claims 
of  the  commonwealth  of  MafTachufetts,  purfuant  to  the 
articles  of  confederation  and  perpetual  union  of  the  United 
States,"  among  other  things  enaft,  that  it  fhould  be  law- 
ful for  the  faid  James  Duane,  Robert  R.  Liviiigfton,  Eg- 
bert Benfon,  John  Harinp,  Alelandon  Smiih,  and  Robert 
Yates,  and  alfo  John  Lanfing,  jun.  or  any  five  or  more  of 
them,  to  fettle  the  faid  coniioverfy  between  the  faid  ftate 
of  New-York,  and  the  faid  commonwealth  of  MafTachu- 
fetts,  otherwife  than  by  the  faid  federal  court,  in  fuch 
manner  as  they  fhould  judge  moll  conducive  to  the  interefi; 
of  the  faid  ftate,  asby  the  faidcoramiflion  asd  thefaidfeve- 
ral  ads,  relation  being  thereunto  had,  may  appear  :  Now, 
therefore,  Imow  ye,  that  the  underwritten  commiffionersf, 
on  the  part  of  the  commonwealth  of  Maffachufetts  and 
the  il ate  of  New- York,  refpsftively,  having,  by  mutual 
confent,  afTembled  at  the  crty  of  Hartford,  in  the  ftate  of 
Connedicut,  on  the  thirtieth  day  of  November  lart,  in  or- 
der to  the  due  execution  of  their  refpedive  trufts,  and 
having  duly  exchanged  and  confrdered  their  refpedive 
powers,  and  declared  the  fam8  legal  and  fuflficient,  after 
feveral  conferences,  and  to  the  end  that  all  interfering 
claims  and  controverfies  between  the  faid  commonwealth 
cf  Maffachufetts  and  the  faid  ftate  of  New- York,  as  well 
in  refped  of  jurifdidionas  property,  maybe  finally  fettled 
and  extinguifhed,  and  peace  and  harmony  for  ever  efta- 
blifhed  between  them  on  the  moft  folid  foundation  ;  have 
agreed, and  by  thefe  prefents  do  mutually  for  and  in  behalf 
of  the  faid  commonwealth  of  Maffachufetts  andthefaid 
ilate  of  New- York,  by  whom,  refpcdively,  they,  the  faid 
commiflloners,  have  besn  fo  appointed  and  authorifed  as 
aforefaid,  agree  to  the  mutual  ceflions,  grants,  releafes, 
and  other  provifions  following,  that  is  to  fay  :  Firft,  the 
commonwealth  of  Maffachufetts  doth  hereby  cede,  grant, 
releafe,  and  confirm  to  the  ftate  of  New- York  for  ever,  all 
the  claim,  right  and  title  which  the  commonwealth  of 
Maffachufetts  hath  to  the  government,  fovereignty,  and 
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jtirifdifllon  of  the  lands  and  territories  fo  claimed  by  the 
llate  of  New-York,  ash>;rein  before  ilated  and  particularly 
fpecified.  Secondly,  the  ftate  of  Ncw-Ycik  doih  her>iy 
cede,  firant,  reloafe,  and  confiim  to  the  fsiid  con\mon- 
Wealth  of  MalTachufetts,  and  to  the  ufe  of  the  con--nion- 
wealih,  their  grantees,  and  the  heirs  and  afllgns  of  f  uch 
grantees  for  ever,  the  right  of  pre-emption  of  the  foil  from 
the  native  Indians,  and  all  other  the  eflate,  right,  title, 
and  property  (the  right  and  title  of  government,  fov:- 
reignty,  and  jurifdidion  cxcu'pted)  which  the  flate  of 
New-York  hath,  of,  in,  or  to  two  hundred  and  thirty 
thoufand  and  four  hundred  acres  to  be  located  by  the  conr,- 
inonwealth  of  MafTachufetts,  and  to  be  fituare  to  the 
northward  of  and  adjoining  to  the  lands  granted  refpec- 
lively  to  Daniel  Coxe  and  Rober:  Lettice  Hooper,  and  their 
refpedive  aiTociates,  and  between  the  river*  Ofwega  and 
Chenengo,  and  alfo  of,  in,  or  to  all  the  lands  and  terri- 
tories within  the  following  limits  and  bounds,  that  is  to 
fay,  beginning  ia  the  north  boundary  line  of  the  flate  of 
Pennfylvania,  in  the  paralhl  of  forty-two  degrees  of 
north  latitude,  at  a  point,  diftant  eighty-two  rr.ilos  weil: 
from  the  north-eafi:  corner  of  the  ftate  of  Pennfylvania,  on 
Delaware  river,  as  the  faid  boui:daiy  linshath  been  run 
and  marked  by  the  commiiTioners  appointed  by  the  flates 
of  Pennfylvania  and  New- York,  refpeftivtly  ;  and  from 
the  f*aid  point  or  place  of  beginning,  running  on  a  due 
meridian  north,  to  the  boundary  line  between  the  United 
States  of  America  and  the  king  of  Great- Britain  ;  thence 
weflerly  and  foutherly  alorg  the  faid  boundary  line  to 
a  raeridi-^n  which  will  pafs  one  mile  due  eaU  from  the 
northern  termination  of  the  flrcight  or  waters  between 
lake  Ontario  ard  lake  Plrie  ;  thence  fcuih  along  the  faid 
meridian  to  the  fouth  (hore  of  lake  Ontario  ;  thence  on  the 
eaftern  fide  of  the  faid  ftreight,  by  a  line  al'Aays  one  mile 
diftant  from  and  parallel  to  the  faid  ftreight,  to  lake  Erie; 
thence  due  weil  to  the  boundary  line  between  the  UnJtea 
States  and  the  king  of  Great-Britain  ;  thence  along  the 
faid  boundary  line  until  it  meets  wifii  aline  of  ceflign  from 
th2  fiate  of  New-York,  to  the  United  States ;  thence 
I  along 
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alonsj  the  fa'xd  line  of  cefiion,  to  the  norih-weft  corner  of 
the  ilateof  Pennfylvania,  and  ihence  eaft  along  the  north- 
ern boundary  Jine  of   the  Hate  of  Pennfylvania,  to  the 
faid  place  of  beginning  ;    and  which  faid  lands  and  terri- 
tories fo  ceded,  granted,  relesfed  and  confirmed,  are  par- 
cel of  the  lands  and  territories  defcribed  in  the  fai.d  petiti- 
on.    Thirdly,  the  commonwealth  of  MafTachufctts  doth 
hereby  cede,    grant,  releafe  and  confirm   to  the  ftate  of 
Kew-York,  and  to  the  ufe  of  ^he  ftate  of  New- York, 
tlieir  grantees,    and   the   heirs  and  f  fiigns  of  fuch  gran- 
tees, forever,  the  right  of  pre-emption  of  the  foil  from  the 
rative  Indians,  and  all  other  the  eltate,  right,  title  and  pro- 
perty which  the    comtnonwealth  of  Maffachufetts   hath 
of,  in  or  to  the  refidue  of  the  lands  and  territories  fo 
clai'med  by  the  Hate  of  New- York,  as  herein    before  fia- 
ted  and  particularly  fpecJSed.     Fourthly,  that  the  lands 
fo  ceded,  oranted»releafed  and  confirmed  to  the  common- 
wealth of  Maffachufetts,    or  fuch  part  thereof  as   fhall 
from  time  to  time  be  and  remain  the  property  of  the  com- 
monwealth of  Maffachufetts,  fhall,  during  the  time  thac 
the  fame  fhall  fo  be  and  remain  fuch   property,    be    free 
and  exempt  from  all  taxes  whatfoever,  and  that  no  ge- 
neral or  fiate  tax  fhall  be  charged  on  or  colleded  from  the 
lands  hereafter  to  be  granted   by  the  commonwealtk  of 
Maffachufitrs,  or  on  the  occupants  or  proprietors  of  fuch 
lands,  until  fifteen  years  after  fuch  confirmation  as  is  here- 
in after  mentioned  of  fuch  grants  ihall  have  expired  ;  but 
ihat  the  lands  fo  to  be  granted,  and  the  occupants  thereof, 
fhall,  during  the  faid  period,  be  fubjed  to  town  or  coun- 
ty charges  or  taxes  only  ;  provided  that   this  exemption 
from  general  or  f^ate  taxes  fhall  not  be  conflrued  to  extend 
to  fuch  duties,  excifes  or  impofis  to  which  the  other  in- 
habitants of  the  flate  of  New-York  ifhallbe  fubjed  and  li- 
able.    Fifthly,  that  no  rents  or  fervices  fhall  be   referved 
"in  any  grants  to  be  made  of  th,e  faid  lands,  by  the  cota- 
monwealth  of  Maflachufetrs.     Sixthly,  that   the  inhabi- 
tants on  the  faid  lands  and  territories,  being  citizens  of 
any  of  the  United  Stares,  and  holding  by  grants  from  the 
sommonwealth  ofMafTachufetts,  fhallbe  entitled  to  equal 
■  '  rights 
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tights  witluhe  other  citizens  of  the  ftate  of  New- York  ; 
and  further,  that  the  citizens  of  the  commonwealth  oi' 
MafTachufetts  ftiall,  from  time  to  time,  and  at  all  times 
hereafter,  have  and  enjoy  the  fame  and  equal  rights  re- 
fpeding  the  navigation  and  filhery  on  and  in  lake  Ontaiio 
and  lake  Eris,  and  the  waters  communicating  from  the 
one  to  the  other  of  the  faid  lakes,  and  refpeding  the  roads 
and  portages  betw>jen  the  faid  lakes,  as  Tnall  from  tinioto 
time  be  had  and  enjoyed  by  the  citizens  of  the  ftare  of 
New- York  ;  and  the  citizens  of  the  commonwcahh  of 
MalTachufetts  (hall  not  be  fubje<ft  to  any  other  regulatio^:;? 
or  greater  rolls  or  duties  to  be  made:  or  impofed  Irom  time 
to  time  by  the  ftate  of  New- York, r^fpeding  the  premifes, 
than  the  citizens  of  the  ftateof  New-York  fhall  befubjcft. 
to.  Seventhly,  that  no  advcrfe  pofleflion  of  the  faid  lands. 
for  any  length  of  time,  fhall  be  adjudged  a  diffeizen  oi 
the  commonwealth  of  MalTachufetts.  Eighthly,  that  the 
ftate  of  New- York,  fo  long  as  any  part  of  the  faid  lands 
ihall  be  and  remain  the.  property  of  the  commonweahh  of 
MalTachufetts,  Hif.II  not  cede,  reiinquidi,  or  la  any  man- 
ner divert  themfelves  of  the  government  -and  jurifciction  of 
the  faid  lands,  or  any  part  thereof,  without  the  confehE 
of  the  commonwealth  of"  MalTaGhufetts.  Ninthly,  that 
the  commonwealth  of  MalTachuretrs  may  from  time  to  tin:c, 
by  perfons  to  be  by  thtm  authorifed  for  ih;;  purpore,holcl 
treaties  and  conferences  with  the  native  Indi-.'.ns,  relative 
to  the  property  or  right  of  foil  of  the  faid  lands  and  ter- 
ritories hereby  ceded,  granted,  releafed  and  confirmed  to 
the  commonwealth  of  Mafi'achufetts,  and  with  fuch  arm- 
ed force  as  they  fiiall  deem  neceDary  for  the  more  efK^dital 
holding  fuch  treaty  or  conference  ;  and  the  cf.nimonwcalih. 
of  MalTachufetts,  within  fix  months  after  fuch  treaties 
/hall  refpeiftively  be  made,  Ihall  caufe  copies  thereof  to  be 
depoflted  in  the  office  of  the  fecrerary  of  r}?eflate  of  New- 
York.  Tenthly,  the  commonwealth  of  Malfachufctts  may

proved by  a  fuperiutendauc  to  bo  appointed  for  fuch  pur- 
pofeby  the  coinaionvvealth  of  AlafTachufetts,  and  having 
DO  intereft  in  fuch   puichaC?,  and  unlefs  fuch  purchafe 
in.illbe  confirmed  by  thi  commoriW^alth  of  Malfachufetts* 
Eleventhly,  that  the  grantees  of  the  faidlar.ds  and  territories. 
under  the  connmonw-ealth  of  MaiTachufetts,  (hall,  within 
fix  months  after  the  confirmation  of  their  refpedive  grants, 
caufe  fuch  grants,  or  the  confirmations  thereof,  or  copies 
of  fuch  grants  or  confirmations,  certified  or   exemplified 
under  the  feal  of  the  commonwealth  of  MaiTachufetts,  to 
be  depoficed  in  the  faid  office  offecretary  of   the  flate    of

Areport  oF  the  board  of  trsafury,  on  i  petition  <5f  ?/lr, 
Abraham  Yates,  jun.  being  called  for  and  rca.-! ;  a  niotioa 
Was  made  by  Mr.  Burton,  feconded  by  Mr.  Mitchell,  ie» 
commit  ih;  faid  report,  which  ib  in  the  words  following, 
to  wit: 

The  board  of  treaPury,  to  whom  Was  referred  the  peti- 
tion of  Abraham  Yates,  jun.  cfq.  late  contiuental  loan- 
officer  for  tho  ftateof  New-York,  praying  a  further  allow- 
ance for  hisfervices  in  that  department, 

Beg  leave  to  report, 

That  from  a  fummary  of  A4r.  Yates's  commifJion  iccour.r, 
Whilft  arting  as  loan- officer  for  the  Rate  of  New- York, 
tranfmitted  to  this  office  by  the  commifiioncr  of  accounts 
for  that  ftate,  it  appears,  Tliat  the  amou:;t  of  the  corn- 
miflions  allowed  to,  and  received  by  Mr.Yarcs,  for  his  for- 
vices  as  loan-officer,  was  fix  rhoufaiid  two  hundred  and 
forty-three  dollars,  fpecie  v^Kie.  That  ]\Ir.  Yatesenrer- 
ed  on  the  duties  of  his  llation  in  the  month  of  November, 
1779,    and    continued   therein    uniil  the  ift  of  January, 

1780, 

y 
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lySw,  but    fcarcely   any  bufinefs  whatever   was  trarf- 
aded  in  that  office  after  the  naoiuh  of  December,  178 1, 
jiil  the  month  of  April,  1785  ;  fo  that  the  fpaceofiime 
in  which  Mr.  Yates's  fervices  were  adually  engaged  in 
the  buHnefs  of    the  loan-office,    will    not  exceed   three 
years.     That  in  the  adjuflment  of  Mr.  Yates's   commiflioa 
account,  the  itate  commiffioner  has  allowed  a  fpecie  com- 
miflion  OH  the  nominal  fum  of  the  old  continental  emiffions 
received,  and  paid  by    the  loan-officer  at  a  depreciated 
value,  contrary  to   the  general  principles  which  had  go- 
verned in  the  former  fettlement  of  loan-office  accounts; 
and  that   the  propriety  of  adhering  to  ihefe  principles  is 
clearly   flated  in   the  report  of  the  comptroller   of   the 
treafury,  concurred  in  by  this  board  on  the  i6th  Decem- 
ber laft.     That,  in  confequence  of   this  mode   of  adjuft- 
ment,  the  comptrollar  rtates,  that   there   is  a  confiderable 
difference  in  favor   of  Mr.   Yates,    in  the  fpecie  balance 
found  due  to  him.     With  refpetl  to  the  additional  com- 
ptnfation  claimed  by  Mr.  Yates,  the  board  cbferve,  that  it 
aiifes  for   fervices    in  figning,   ftamping   and  numbering 
about  twenty-three  thoufand  bills  of  the  new  emiffionj 
and  in  counting,    punching   and  packing  2,825,000  dol- 
lars, in  bills  of  the  old  emiflion  ;  for  which  laft  fervice 
Rlr.  Yates  charges  fourteen   hundred  and  twelve  pounds 
nine  fhiJlings,  New-York  currency,  equal  to  three  thou- 
fand five  hundred  and  thirty-one  fpecie    dollars,  being  a 
commiffioa  of  1-8  per   cent,  in   fpecie,    on   the  amount 
of  the  old  continental  eraiffions  above-mentioned.  That,  on 
eftimating  the  amount  of  the  fpecie  commiffion    above- 
mentioned,    at    the   value  of  the  old  continental  money, 
as  fixed  by  the  refolvc  of  Congrefs  of  the  i8th  March, 
1780,  it  would   amount  to  141,240  continental  dollars, 
which  is  equal  to  a  commiffion  of  5  per  cent,  (inflead 
of  1-8,  as  allowed  by  Congrefs)    on  the  whole  fum  re- 
ceived ;  from  which  it  clearly  appears,  that,  if  a  fpecie 
commiffion  was  to  be  eftimated  on  monies  received  at   a 
depreciated  rate,  the  fame  would  conftantly  ?ugment  in  a 
ratio  proportioned  to  the  ftage  of  depreciation  ;  fo  that  on 
the  continental  monies  ftiU  to  be  .deiUoyed  at  the  treafury 

(eftimat-'. 
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Ce/limating  the  prefent  worth  , at  250  for  one,  at   which 
it  was  lately  purchafed  by  thellateof  rJcvv-York)  the 
comraifiion  would  exceed  30  per  ceiu.     Thar  ir  appears  to 
this  board,  from  a  report  of  the  two  coninMnjontrs  em- 
ployed in  this  city,  to  examine,  eouiitaiid  deftroy  the  bills 
of  the  old  continental  eraiffions,  now   bringing   into  the 
treafury,  that,  betwixt  the  15th  December  and  iv^th  Ja- 
nuary laft,  they   had  examined,  counted    and    defuoyed 
2,759,217  dollars  of  the  old  continei.tai   cmifiions.     '1  hac 
the  allowance,  srade  to  each  of  thefe  commifiioncrs,  is  two 
dollars  per  day  ;  fo  that  the  expence  attending  this  fervice 
has  been  one  hundred  and  eight  dollar'. :  admitting,  there- 
fore, the  trouble  of  receiving  and  pui.ching  the  old  emii- 
fions,  at  the   refpeftive  loan-offices,  to   be  equal   to  that 
of  examining  and  de/lroying  the  fame  at  th.'  rreafuiy,  the 
expence  of    cancelling   the  fum  received  by  iVlr.  Yaies, 
would  be  one  hundred  and  eleven  fptcie  dollars,   iniiead 
of  three  thoufand  five   hundred   and   twenty-one  doiJais, 
as  claimed  by  his   memorial.     On  the  whole,  the  board 
beg  leave  to  obrerve,  that,  on  eftimating  the  commifiiors 
on  theold  emiflions,  received  by  Mr.   Yates,  on  the  prin- 
ciples  ftated  in  the  report   of  the  comptroller,  thcfpecie 
balance,  found  due  to  that  officer,  would  be  dimiiiifi;ed 
two  thoufand  eight  hundred  and  ninety- four  dollars ;  fo 
that,  (hbuld   the  commifiion  of  1-8  per  cent,  on  the  old 
emiflions  cancelled   by   liim,  in  purfu^nce  of  the  refolve 
of  the  i8th  March,   178c,  be  allowed    (notwirhiianding 
the  objeftions  made  thereto  by  the  commifiior.cr  of  accounts 
for  the  flate  of  New- York)  the  amount  of  th:  fan-e  would 
fall  far  fiiort  of  the  fum  obtained  by  Mr.  Yates,   in  ccn- 
fequence  of  the  principles  on  whicl?   his  con-miinf;n    ac- 
count has  been  fettled;  fince,  by  a  juft  eftimation  of  the 
commiflion  of, 1-8   percent,  as  claimed  by  the  meniorial, 
the  fame  would  amount  only  to  eighty-eight  fpecie  dcl- 
lars.     The  principle  of  applying  a  fpecie  commifTion  on 
monies  received   on  account  of  the  United  States,  at  a 
depreciated  value,  appears  to  this  board  a  precedent  of  fo 
dangerous  a  nature,  that   they  have  clUcmcd  it  their  cu- 
ty,  in  the  firft  inftance  w^hich  has  come  under  their  cog- 
nizance. 
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nizance,  to  be  particular  in  their  obfervations  on  it.  The 
commiflion  account  of  the  loan  officers  of  the  ftates  of 
Pennfylvania  and  Maflfachufctts,  eftimated  in  this  mannei-, 
would  amount  to  a  fum,  exceeding  in  a  prodigious  de- 
gree, any  equitable  compenfation  for  their  refpedive  fer- 
yices.  Nor  is  this  the  extent  ©f  the  mifchief;  the  va- 
rious officers  entitled  to  conimiffions  in  the  flafF  depart- 
ment, might  plead  a  precedent  for  appiyi'ig  the  farie 
principle  in  the  fettlement  of  their  rffpedive  account^, 
and  thereby  {well  the  amount  of  their  commiffions  to  a 
fura  of  a  far  greater  magnitude  than  the  public  were  bound 
to  pay,  or  they  had  a  right  to  exped.  In  the  commifTary 
and  quartar-raafter  genexal's  department,  under  the  di- 
aredioa  of  the  late  major-general  Greene  and  colonel  Wadf- 
xvorth,  the  fum  of  old  eraiffion  money  received  by  them,  rs- 
fpeftively,  is  asfoUows :  '  Dollars.

By  the  refolve  of  Congrefs,  of  the  2d  March,  1778, 
ihi  eommiffion  allowed  to  the  quarter-mafler  general,  and 
Ijis  two  principal  affiftants,  for  their  trouble  and  expence, 
\v«s  to  be  one  per  cent,  on  the  monies  ifTued  to  them.  By 
the  refolve  of  the  9th  April,  1778,  the  commiffary-gene- 
lal,  his  deputies,  and  purchafing  affiftanis,  are  allowed 
three  per  cent ^  on  all  the  monies  received  and  expended  by 
them  in  their  refpe«ftive  departments.  At  the  date  of  the 
firft  refolve,  the  value  of  continental  money,  compared 
with  fjsecie,  was  at  56  79-9Cths  per  100  ;  at  the  date  of 
the  fecond,  it  was  47  86-9dth3.

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ment,  thofe  of  the  fubordinate  officers  are  included,  which 
is  not  the  cafe  in  thefirft  fum  ;  but  cftimating  the  comtnif- 
iions  due  to  officers  of  fame  condition,  in  the  quarrer- 
inafter's  departnient,  to  about  the  fame  allowance  (which 
will  be  found  nearly  the  cafe)  the  aggregate  of  the  com- 
miffion  account,  on  thefe  two  departments  only,  would 
be  two  million  of  fpecie  dollars. — Whether  or  not  the 
fum  found  due,  by  the  ftate  coramiflioner  to  Mr.  Yates, 
is  more  than  an  adequate  compenfaiion  for  his  fervices, 
whilft  afting  as  loan-officer,  the  board  do  not  talfe  upon 
themfelves  to  determine.  From  the  circumftances  llatcd 
in  this  report,  Con^jrefs  will  judge,  whether  any  fur- 
ther allowance  w'll  be  proper  ;  or  wheth.-r  it  will  be 
necelfary  to  revife  the  adjuflment  of  the  fi\id  accounts^,  on 
the  principles  ftated  by  the  comptroller  of  the  treafury. 
If,  on  fuch  re-adjuftment  the  amount  of  the  comroiflions 
found  due  to  Mr.  Yates,  flbould  not  be  adequate,  the  Uni- 
ted States  in  Congrefs  (who  are  alone  competent  to  tiais 
objeft)  may  make  fuch  further  additioral  allowance  as 
they  may  judge  necefTary,  without  giving  a  fantiicn  to 
the  eftablifhment  of  a  principle  in  the  fettlement  of  public 
accounts,  which,  in  its  confequenccsj  may  piovehighly  ia- 
jurious  to  the  intereft  of  the  United  States.

Dorasftic  Debt,  the  fum  of  3,009,798.  64-90  dollars. 

"  That  of  rhe  aforefaid  fum,  1,309,391.64-90  is  ab- 
folutely  neceffary  in  fpccie—  that  there  are  confiderable 
Turns  in  fpecis  due  from  the  flares  over  and  above  thofe 
which  are  necelTary  to  difcharge  the  exifling.  demands  on 
former  requifitions,  which  fums  are  nearly  equal  to  the 
payment  of  that  part  of  the  prefent  requifition  that  is  ab- 
folutely  neceffary  in  fpecie,  and  the  objeds  for  which  the 
faid  fums  were  called  for  no  longer  exiiiing,  they  may  be 
now  appropriated  to  the  purpofcs  of  the  prefent  requifiti-* 
on — that  in  their  opinion  many  difficulties  have  arifen

Iht  UNITED  STATES  in  CONGRESS    affcmbled,  to 
jiLL  who  Jhall  fee  thefe  prefents,  fend  greeting. 

WHEREAS  Benjamin  Franklin,  our  minifler  pleni- 
potentiary at  the  court  of  Verfailles,  in  purfuanceof  the 
powers  in  himvefled,  did,  on  the  fixteenth  day  of  July, 
in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thoufand  feyea  hundred  and 

eighty- 
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eighty-two,  with  Charles  Giravier  de  Vergennes,  £fc. 
counfellor  of  the  king  in  all  his  councils,  comrDander  of 
his  orders,  rainifter  and  fecretary  cf  ftate,  tec.  verted  wiih 
full  powers  of  his  moft  chriftian  raajefty  for  the  purpoff, 
enter  iato,  conclude  and  fign  a  contraft  between  his  rroit 
chriftian  raajeity  and  the  United  States  of  Ncrth-Aaicrica, 
in  the  words  following,  to  wit. 

A  contrad  between  the  king  and  the  Thirteen  United 
States  of  North-America,  entered  into  by  the  count  de 
Vergennes  and  Mr.  Franklin,   16th  July,  1782: 

The  king  having  been  pleafed  to  attend  to  the  requefis 
made  to  him  in  the  name,  and  on  behalf  of  the  United 
Proviaces  of  North-America,  for  afliilauce  in  the  war  and 
invaHon  under  which  they  had  for  fevftal  years  groaned, 
and  his  majefty,  after  entering  into  a  treaty  of  amity  and 
commerce  with  the  faid  confederated  provinces  on  the  6rh 
of  February,  1778,  having  had  the  goodnefs  to  fuppoit 
them,  not  only  with  his  forces  by  land  and  fea,  but  alfo 
with  advances  of  money,  as  abundant  as  they  were  ef- 
fectual in  the  critical  fituation  to  which  their  affairs 
were  reduced.  It  has  been  judged  proper  and  neceTfary 
to  ftateexartly  the  amount  of  thofe  advances,  ihz  condi- 
tions on  which  the  kin?  made  them  ;  the  periods  at  which 
theCongrefs  of  the  United  States  have  engaged  to  repay 
them  to  his  majefty's  royal  treafury,  and  in  fine,  to  fiate 
this  matter  in  fuch  a  way  as  for  the  future  to  prevent  all 
difficulties  capable  of  interrupting  the  good  har.T.ouy 
which  his  majefty  is  refolved  to  maintain  and  preferve  be- 
tween him  and  the  faid  United  States.  For  executing  fo 
laudable  a  purpofe,  and  with  a  view  to  ftrengthen  the 
bands  of  amity  and  commerce  which  fubfift  between  his 
majefty  and  the  faid  United  States,  WE,  Charles  Gravier 
de  Vergennes,  &c.  counfellor  of  the  kin;»  in  all  his  coun- 
cils, commander  of  his  orders,  minifter  and  fecretary  of 
ftate,  and  of  his  commands  and  finances,  vefted  with  full 
powers  of  his  majefty  to  us  given  for  this  purpofe  ;  and 
Wdy  Benjamin  Franklin,  miniftar  plenipotentiary  of  the 
United  States  of  North  America,  in  like  manner  vefted 
with  fwll  powers  of  the  Cpngrefs  of  the  faid  ftates,  for 
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the  prefent  purpofe,  after  duly  communicating  our    re- 
fpedive  powers  have  agreed  to  the  following  articles  : 

ARTICLE        h 

IT  is  agreed  and  certified,  that  the  funis  advanced  by. 
his  majefty  to  the  Congrefs  of  the  United  States,  under 
The  title  of  a  loan  in  the  years  1778,  1779,  1780,  1781, 
and  the  prefent  1782,  amount  to  the  fum  of  eighteen 
millions  of  liyres,  money  of  France,  according  to  the  fol- 
lowing tw?nty-one  receipts  of  the  above-mentioned  un- 
dsr-written  rainifter  o£  Congrefs,  given  in  virtue  of  his, 
full  powers,  to  wit.

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%  which  receipts  the  faid  minifter  has  promifed  in  the 
name  of  Congrefs,  and  in  behalf  of  the  Thirteen  United 
States,  tocaufe  to  be  paid  and  reimburfed  to  the  royal 
treafury  of  his  majefty,  on  the  firft  of  January,  1788,  at 
the  houfe  of  his  grand  banker  at  Paris,  the  faid  fum  of 
eighteen  millions,  money  of  France,  with  inttreft  at  five 
per  cent,  per  annum. 

ARTICLE  II. 
Confidering  that  the  payment  of  fo  large  a  capital,  ^t 
fhe one  llipulated  period,  the  iftof  January,  1788,  may 
greatly  injure  the  fii^ances  of  the  Congrefs  of  the  United 
Scates,  and  it  may  perhaps  be  even  impradicable  on  that 
footing,  his  majefty  has  been  pkafed  for  that  reafon  to  re~ 
cede  in  that  refped  from  the  tenor  of  the  receipts  which 
the  minifter  of  Congrefs  has  given  for  the  eighteen  millions 
livresTournois,  mentioned  in  the  foregoinp  ariic'e,  and 
hasconfented  that  the  payment  of  the  capital  in  ready 
money,  at  the  roy^.l  treafury,  be  in  twelve  equal  pay- 
ments of  1,500^000  livres  each,  and  in  twelve  years,  only 
SO  commence  from  the  third  year  after  a  peace. 

ARTICLE  III. 
Although  the  receipts  of  the  minifter  of  the  Congrefs  of 
the  United  States,  fpecify  that  the  eighteen  nnillions  of 
livres  above-mentioned  are  to  be  paid  at  thi?  royal  treafury, 
with  iniereft  at  five  per  cent,  per  annum,  his  majislly  be- 
ing willing  to  give  the  faid  United  States  a  new  proof  of 
his  afFeAion  and  friendfhip,  has  been  pleafed  ;o  make  a 
prafent  of,  and  to  forgive  the  whole  arrears  of  intereil  to 
thisday,  and  from  thence  to  the  day  of  the  date  of  the 
treaty  of  peace;  afavor  which  the  minifter  of  the  Con- 
grefs of  the  United  States  acknowledges  to  flow  from  tlie 
pure  bounty  of  the  king,  and  which  he  accepts  in  the 
name  of  the  faid  United  States,  with  profound  and  lively 
acknowledgements. 

ARTICLE        IV. 

The  payment  of  the  faid    eighteen   millions  of  livres 
Touinois,  ihalibe  in  ready  money,  at  the  royal  treafury  of 

his 
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his  raajefty  at  Paris,  '\n  twelve  equal  parts,  and  at  the  terms 
rtipulated  in  the  above  fecond  article.  The  intereft  of  the 
faid  fum,  at  five  per  cent,  per  annum,  fhall  commence 
vvich  the  date  of  the  treaty  of  peace,  and  (hall  be  paid  at 
every  period  of  the  partial  payments  of  the  capital,  and 
fhall  diminiih  in  proportion  with  the  payments.  The 
Congrefs  of  the  faid  United  States  being  left,  however, 
at  liberty  to  free  themfclves  fooner  fro{n  this  obligation 
by  anticipated  payments,  in  cafe  the  ilats  of  their  finan- 
ces will  admit. 

ARTICLE        V. 

Although  the  loan  of  five  millions  of  flarins,  of  Hol- 
land, agreed  to  by  the  ftates  general  of  the  United  Pro- 
vinces of  the  Netherlands,  on  the  tetms  of  the  obligation 
paflCed  on  the  5  th  of  November,  1781,  between^  his  ma-^ 
jefty.and  the  faid  ftatesgeneral,  has  besnmade  in  his  ma- 
jefty's  name  and  guaranteed  by  him,  it  is  neverihelefs  ac- 
kaowlc;d2ed  by  thefe  prefents,  that  th*  faid  loan  wa$ 
made  in  reality  on  account  and  for  the  fervice  of  the 
United  States  oF  North  America,  and  that  the  capital, 
amounting  at  a  moderate  valuation  to  the  fum  often  mil- 
lions livres  Tournols,  has  been  paid  to  the  faid  United 
States,  agreeably  to  a  receipt  for  the  payment  of  the  faid 
fum,  given  by  the  under-figned  raiailler  of  Congrefs,  of 
the  feveath  day  of  June  laft. 

ARTICLE        VI. 

By  the  convention  of  the  faid  5th  day  of  November, 
178 1,  the  king  has  been  pleafed  to  promife,  and  engage 
to  furnifli  and  pay  at  the  general  counter  of  the  ftates 
general  sf  the  Netherlands,  the  capital  of  the  faid  loan, 
with  the  inrereft  at  four  per  cent,  per  annum,  without 
any  charge  or  dedu(ftion  whatever  to  the  lenders  ;  fo  that 
the  faid  capital  fliall  be  wholly  repaid  after  the  fpace  of 
five  years,  the  payments  to  be  made  in  ten  equal  periods, 
the  firft  of  which  to  commence  the  fixth  year  from  the 
date  of  the  loan,  and  afterwards  from  year  to  year,  to  the 
final  payment  of  the  faid  fum.     But  it  is  in  like  manner 
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acknowledged  by  this  aft,  that  this  engagement  was  en- 
tered into  by  the  king,  at  the  requelt  of  the  under-figned 
ininifterof  the  United  States,  and  on  the  promife  by  him 
raade  in  the  name  of  Congrefs,  and  on  behalf  of  the  Thir- 
teen United  States,  to  caufe  to  be  reimburfedand  paid  at 
the  royal  treafury  of  his  raajefty  at  Paris,  the  cvipital, 
intereft,  and  coft  of  the  faid  loan,  according  to  the  condi- 
tions and  terms  fixed  by  the  faid  convention  of  tlie  5tk 
of  November,  17S1.

It  is  accordingly  agreed  and  fettled,  that  the  fum  of 
ten  millions  livres  Tournois,  being  by  a  moderate  compu'- 
tation,  the  principal  of  the  loan  of  five  millions  of  Holland 
florins  above-mentioned,  (hall  be  reimburfed  and  paid  iri 
ready  money  at  the  royal  treafury  of  his  majefty,  at  Pa- 
ris, with  the  intereft  at  four  per  cent,  per  annum,  in  ten 
equal  payments  of  one  million  each,  and  in  ten  terms,  the 
firii  of  which  fhailbeonthe  5th  of  November,  1787,  the 
fecond  the  5  th  of  November,  17S8,  and  fo  from  year  to 
year  'till  the  final  payment  of  the  faid  fum  often  millions; 
the  interefi:  Icfl'eningin  proportion  with  the  partial  pay- 
ments of  the  capital.  But  in  confequence  of  the  king*saf- 
fedion  for  the  United  States,  his  majefty  has  been  pleaf- 
ei  to  charge  himfelf  with  the  expence  of  commiflions  and 
bank  for  the  faid  loan,  of  which  expences  his  majefty  has 
made  a  prefent  to  the  United  Srates  ;  and  this  their  un- 
der-figned  minifter  accepts  with  thanks  in  the  name  of 
Congrefs,  as  a  new  proof  of  his  raajcfty's  generofity  and 
frlendftiip  for  the  faid  United  States. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 
With  regard  to  the  intereft  of  the  faid  loan,  during  thfi 
five  years  preceding  the  firft  term  of  paymentof  the  capi- 
tal, as  the  king  has  engaged  to  pay  it  at  the  general  coun- 
ter of  the  ftates  gisneral  of  the  Netherlands,  at  the  rate 
of  four  per  cent,  yearly  and  every  year,  counting  from 
the  5th  November,  1781,  according*  ro  the  convention  of 
that  day  3  the  ir.inifter  of  Congrefs  acknowledges  that  the 

repay- 
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tepaymenc  of  that  is  duft  to  his  majefty,  by  the  United 
States,  and  he  engages  in  the  name  of  the  faid  United 
States  to  caufe  payment  thereof  to  be  made,  at  the  fame 
time,  and  at  the  ianle  rate,  at  the  royal  treafury  of  hi$ 
majcily;  the  firft  year's  intereft  to  be  paid  the  5th  of  No- 
vember ntxr,  and  fo  yearly  during  the  five  years  preceding 
the  firft  tsrni  for  the  payment  of  the  capital,  fixed  as  above^ 
on  the  $th  of  November^  1787.

eAer  into,  conclude  andfign  a  contraft  between  his  moft 
chriilian  majeftyand  the  United  States  of  Norih-Aiseri- 
ca,  in  the  words  following,  viz. 

Contrad  between  the  klag  and  the  Thirteen  United 
Stares  of  North-Ar»erica. 

The  re-eftablifhed  peace  betweea  the  belligerent  pow-. 
ers ;  the  advantages  of  a  free  commerce  to  all  parts  of  the 
glolya,  and  the  independence  of  the  Thirteen  United 
States  of  North-America,  acknowledged  and  founded  on  a 
folid  and  honorable  bafis,  rendered  it  probable  that  the 
faid  ftates  would  be  in  a  condition  to  provide  hereafter 
for  their  neccffities,  by  means  of  the  refources  within 
fhemfelves,  without  being  compelled  to  implore  the  con- 
tinuation of  the  fuccours  which  the  king  has  fo  liberally
